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BLAINE’S ALLEGED DANGER 


‘7HE MYSTERI@US HOLE IN THE 
WINDOW OF HIS CARRIAGE. ° 
MESSRS. BLAINE AND M’KINLEY DECLARE 
THAT THE GLASS WAS NOT BROKEN 
WHILE THEY WERE IN THE CARRIAGE. 
Waseincton, March 9.—Ex-Secretary 
Blaine said to-day, with reference to the al- 
attempt to assassinate him, that the win- 
dow of the carriage was not broken while he 
‘was in it. What had occurred after he dis- 
missed the carriage he didnot know. It was 
on Thursday evening of last week when Mr. 
Blaine and Representative McKinley, of Ohio, 
», went from the Capitol to the Ebbitt House in 
& carriage which had been engaged by Mr. 
_ Blaine. They left the Capitol at about 11 
o'clock, and stopped a few minutes at the Eb- 
bitt Mouse. At that hotel Mr. Blaine left Mr. 
McKinley after talking with him a few min- 
utes on thesidewalk after alighting. Then Mr. 
Blaine instructed his driver to take him to his 
bouse in the North-west Division. Having 
gone a short distance it occurred to him that 
he had forgotten some questions which he de- 
sired to ask Mr. McKinley, and he returned to 
the hotel, where he had a short conversation 
with Mr. McKinley and Judge Kelley. He 
afterward rode home alcne, reaching his house 
at about 1:30 o'clock. Before dismissing 
the carriage he inquired whether any 
members of the family were still out. All of 
them being in, he dismissed the carriage. If 
he had been told that any member of the fam- 
Ly was still out, he would have retained the 
earriage for that person’s convenience. He 
heard nothing about the broken pane of glass 
until the next day, a little before noon, when 
he was told that there was a hole in the pane 
of glass, and that the driver had said that the 
hole was made by a bullet fired through the 


lass while Mr. Blaine and Mr. McKinley were 
the carriage. Mr. Blaine had hired the car- 
fiage by the month, and the bill for damages 
was —— to him for payment, because 

Cy) iver had said that the glass had been 

en while be was using the carriage. 

Mr. Blaine says it seems impossible that the 

Jass could have been broken while he and Mr. 

cKinley were in the carriage without at- 
tracting the notice of either of them. “A 
few hours after I heard about the broken 
glass,” said he, “I inquired of McKinley 
whether he noticed any roise or breakage dur- 
ing our ride, and he said not the slightest. He 
reminded me that the windows of both doors in 
the carriage were closed before we left the 
Capitol, the air being quite 9 He remem- 
bered this very distinctly, as I did also, for he 
threw his cigar away, with the remark that. he 
could net smoke im a‘ close carriage. Of 
course, a pistol ball fired into the carriage 
must have gone through it or have been found 
inside. It did not go through and no ball has 
been found. In my judgment, the hole was 
never made by a pistol ball. It more resem- 
bles a crash from a sharp stone, hurled vio- 
lently.”’ 

One of the stories published this morning 
was to the effect that the bullet had been fired 
in the neighborhood of Fourth and H streets, 
while the carriage was onits way from the 
Capitol to the Ebbitt House. Mr. Blaine said 
to-day, that after he reached the Ebbitt House 
the carriage stood near the entrance, under a 
bright light, for some time, while many per- 
sons were passing to and fro upon the side- 
walk. The broken glass would have been seen 
by some of them if it had been broken at that 
time. He would certainly have noticed it 
while getting in and out and standing near at 
band. ‘‘On my way home,” said he, ‘‘I had 
pecasion several times while going up Connecti- 
cut-avenue to look out at that side of the car- 

e, and if there had been at that time a hole 
in the glass it certainly would have attracted 
my attention.” He was very positive that the 
pane of glass was not in) before he dis- 
missed the carriage, 

The pane of glass is about an eighth of an 
inch thick. The hole is quite cleanly cut, but 
there are cracks radiating fromit. The driver 
‘was not in town this afternoon, but a state- 
ment from him was published here this morn- 
ing to the effect that he did not hear = is- 
tol shot while Mr. Blaine or Mr. McKinley 
were in the carriage, and that he did not know 
until next morning ‘that the glass had been 
broken. ‘ 
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DORSEY’S MANY TROUBLES. 

THE CHECK DISPUTE AND THE ASSAJLT ON 
MR. LILLEY—THE TRIAL’S PROGRESS. 
Wasuineton, March 9.—Nearly the en- 

tire day was consumed in the star route trial 

in putting petitions and recommendations be- 
fore the jury. It is stated by counsel for the 

Gefense that the trial, will probably be com- 

pleted within six weeks or two months. Mr. 

Belford has been subpoenaed by the Govern- 

ment. The reporter of a local paper made 

some inguiries to-day at the banking-house of 

‘Middleton & Co. concerning the two-thousand- 

dollar check mentioned by Rerdell in his 


statement published yesterday. It was said in 
that statement that in August or Septem- 
ber, 1879, Rerdell called upon a banker 
at the latter’s request to give an opinion as to 
the genuineness of a check for that sum. He 
pronounced it genuine. He added, in his state- 
ment, that the entries of the checks for August 
or September, 1877, would show a check for 
62.000 charged against S. W. Dorsey. Mr. 
Middleton said to-day that at the request of 
Mr. Belford he had carefully examined his 
books for the period from Feb. 1, 1879, to Aug. 
4, 1879, and found no such check. He remem- 
bered that there was one check drawn by Mr, 
Dorsey which was not paid until after identi- 
fication, but he thought it was fer an amount 
tmalier than $2,000. He had examined the 
record up‘to Aug. 1, 1879. Another state- 
ment, apparently made with the consent of 
Mr. Dorsey, was published this morning in 
New-York, to the effect that a correspondent 
bad been shown the check stubs; that there 
was only one entry of $2,000 upon them in the 
Summer of 1879, and that the date of 
that check was Aug. 6, 1879. It is 
niso asserted in this last named statement 
that this check was paid by Middleton & Co., 
and was drawn to the order of 8. W. Dorsey 
and charged to his personal account, and that 
it had been indorsed in the course of business 
by the Cashiers of the First National Bank of 
Denver and Nationa) Metropolitan Bank 
of this city. Mr. Belford most emphatically 
denies that he ever traveled with Mr. Dorsey 
en the cars to Demver or elsewhere; that he 
ever had a business transaction with him; that 
he ever received u check from him for any 
* purpose, and that he ever played a game of 
poker or any other game with him. r. Dor- 
sey makes a similar denial touching these 
matters in his card published this morning. 
A morning newspaper publishes a report of 
p conversation with Mr. Dorsey concerning the 
difficulty with ex-Judge Lilley, in which Mr. 
Dorsey says that he kicked Lilley out of bis 
house. He had employed Lilley in the first 
trial as a lawyer, and paid him $1,000, and 
afterward discovered that he had been 
false to bim in connection with Rerdeil. 
About two months ago, he says, Lilley 
came to him for $250, which he said Rerdell 
bad promised to pay him four or five years 
ago for work done, and for the payment of 
which he looked to Mr. Dorsey and Mr. 
Bosler. Mr. Dorsey says he paid Lilley $125, 
although there was no foundation for 
the charge. He is quoted as follows: 
*It was pure, straight blackmailing, levied 
because be thought the time and opportunity 
admitted of it.” Referring to the meeting of 
Tuesday last he is reported as saying that 
Lilley came and asked for $125 more, and that 
after a refusal Lilley insulted bim and was 
kicked out of the bouse. He only regretted 
that he bad not begun to kick him years ago. 
In reply to this Mr. Lilley gave out for pub- 
lication to-day a letter received by him, as be 
Buys,from Mr. Dorsey on Dec. 11, 1882, in 
which he said: ‘‘ I have this moment received 
your note in which you say that you have 
been informed by several people that [ have 
stated that you were trying to blackmail me. 
Your informants ure misinformed, or, in other 
words. the charge isa lie.” Mr. Lilley stated 
in addition that it was true he had been em- 
ployed by Mr. Dorsey in the first trial, but 
Bot since that tima and that the claim of $250 


which had been mertioned was aciaim upon 
Mr. Dorsey in behalf of a sub-contractor who 
was his (Lilley's) client. : 
Denver, Col., March 9.—From authentic 
sources it is learned that in July, 1879, Judge 
J. B. Bissel, of Leadville, won $2,000 from 8. 
W. Dorsey in a gameof poker while on a train 
going to Denver, for which amount Dorse 
gave his check. This is evidently the chec 
referred to by Rerdell as having been given to

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THE RULES OF THE SENATE. 
A THOROUGH REVISION TO BE MADE DURING 

THE CONGRESSIONAL VACATION. 
WasHINGTON, March 9.—Just before the 
adjournment of Congress the Senate ordered 
that the Committee on Rules of that body be 
continued as then constituted, and that it have 
power to sit during the recess. The commit- 
tee consists of Senator Frye, Chairman, and 
Senators Harrison, Sherman, Call, and Gor- 
man. Mr. Frye has gone to his home at Lewis- 
ton to see to the repairing of his house, which 
was partly destroyed by fire not long ago, at 
a time when the discussion on the Tariff 


bill was closing and his voice and 
vote were requirel here. As soon as 
he returns the committee will have a 
meeting and take up the rules of the Senate, 
with the purpose of making a thorough and 
much needed revision. A resolution had been 
introduced to print a new editjon of the Man- 
ual, and it was referred to the Committee on 
Printing, which did not report it favorably, 
having ascertained that the Committee on 
Rules was opposed to furnishing Senators with 
volumes containing so many rules that have 
been discarded and others that are printed 
with errors. When the weather becomes too 
warm here for the committee to hold its meet- 
ings comfortably at the capital, the members 
will probably adjourn to Mount Desert or 
some other salubrious place on the Maine 
coast, and will there finish their task in time 
to have the revised rules ready for approval 
when the Senate meets in December. 


THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION, 

Wasuineton, March 9.—Civil Service 
Commissioners Eaton, Gregory, and Thoman 
this morning presented themselves before Chief- 
Justice Waite, of the Supreme Court, and were 
sworn into office. They then called upon Sec- 
retary Teller at the Interior Department and 
examined the replies received by him to the ad- 


vertisements for rooms for the use of the com- 
mission. The Secretary did not undertake to 
make a selection, very properly considering 
that the members of the commission would be 
the best judges of the number and sort of 
rooms they would meed in which to conduct 
their business. ‘The consideration of this pre- 
liminary drudgery will occupy a day or two. 
No formal meeting has yet been held, but the 
Commissioners have informally discussed the 
bill with the view of coming toa mutual un- 
derstanding of its requirements and familiar- 
izing themselves with them before taking any 
decisive steps toward carrying them into effect. 


OHIO CANDIDATES FUR GOVERNOR. 


DEMOCRATS ANXIOUS FOR UNION AND HAR- 
MONY—AVERTING THE USUAL DANGER. 
CLEVELAND, March 9.—The indications 

on the surface of Ohio Democratic counsels 

suggest a row such as has usually injured the 
prospects of success at the polls and divided 
the party of the State into factions, But it is 
the opinion of the wisest among the party 
leaders that the usual danger will be averted, 
and that the sentiment of the rank and file 


will be so expressed that the most foolish dis- 
turber of the peace wiil understand that his 
course is simply suicide. Whether this 
will be the case or not time alone can tell. 
On the one hand the situation is such that 
bad blood seems impossible to avert; while 
on the other the quality and calibre of the 
men who have the most at interest are such 
that one would look for more wisdom and 

atriotism in their course than was to have 

m expected from the crowd who were 

working for a Gubernatorial nomination two 
yearsago. Messrs. Pendleton, Payne, Hoadly, 
and Geddes, who are in the front at present, 
are men who have too much experience in 
politics and knowledge of the world to allow 
them to mix in a wrangle such as followed the 
nominatiou of Mr. Bookwalter in 1881. It is 
conceded by all that while the Democrats have 
a good show of carrying the State next Fall, 
they can only do so by union and harmony in 
the party ranks. ‘The first man who at- 
tempts to make it otherwise,” said a promi- 
nent Cleveland Democrat, ‘‘will soon find 
himself relegated to the rear.”’ ‘ 

“As near as! can learn,” ssid this gentle- 
man further, ‘‘ the mass ef sentiment ’stands in 
about this wise: That while by reason of long 
and faithful services, Gen. Durbin Ward most 
deserves the nomination, Judge Hoadly is the 
most available man. Both are able, both pure, 
and either could poll a tremendous vote.” 

**But Ward bolted the money plank in your 
platform during the Ewing campaign. He 
went to Mansfield and elsewnere and made 
speeches against the platform, and in favor of 
hard money.”’ 

‘*I know it, butefter all he was speaking for 
the mass of the Democratic Party with a bet- 
ter and more true enunciation than that of the 
platform. He said nothing at Mansfield or 
anywhere else that was not in accord with 
the traditions and declarations of the old-time 
Democratic Party, and if you look up his 
speeches I guess you will find it so,” 

** But he will becompelled to stand aside for 
Hoadly ?”’ 

‘* T don’t know about that. I find the senti- 
ment everywhere prevailing in Ward's favor. 
It is a notorious fact that Ward has not been 
used well by the party, and it is just as patent 
that something ought to be done for him soon. 
He is brave, able, discreet, and popular. His 
ideas are allright, and bis record as a soldier, 
a lawyer, and as a private citizen is without a 
stain.” 

“* How about Thurman ?” 

‘He is not even mentionable this year. He 
could not be nominated or elected; and he 
would not take a nomination if offered him, 
80 there is no use of discussing him.” 

* Where does Pendleton stand ?” 

“*T believe that some tall lying about Sena- 
tor Pendleton has been going on. I don’t be- 
lieve he is opposed to Hoadly, nor do I believe 
he had any hand in the alleged attempt to run 
the latter off the track Ly a trick. The trou- 
ble is that we are alia little ‘ too previous’ in 
discussing tbe Senatorship. We must first 
carry the State and secure a Legislature be- 
fore we have any right to talk of a Senator- 
ship. The thinking men of our party feel in 
this mood and are disposed to sit squarely 
down on any man who begins to push his 
claims before we are out of the woods, or en- 
dangers party success in October because of 
something for which he has a desire. We 
have learned something during our years of 
meditation while out in the cold, and one les- 
son has been that the self-appointed leaders 
are the ones upon whom we can the least rely. 
The people are bound to have some say in our 
party counsels hereafter.”’

Mr. Cortelyou was thrown 20 feet in the air, but is 
not severely hurt.

The two 
who were killed occupied the rear seat Coro- 
ner Swinton summoned a jury, but the inquest was 
continued until to-morrow in order to obtain the 
testimony of the engineer.

PRINCETON COLLEGE. 


PRESIDENT M’COSH ANNOUNCES HI® PLANS 
FOR THE FUTURE. 

Princeton, N. J., March 9.—On the Sth ult. 
ata meeting of the Trustees of Princeton College 
a committee of nine was appointed to take action 
upon Dr. McCosh’s suggestion for the formation of 
asehoolof philosophy in the institution. That 
committee met here this afternoon, and Dr. Mc- 
Cosh made the following statement: ‘“ Hither- 
to 1 have felt myself ealled on to do double work. 
Ihave had the responsible duties of President of 


the College, and the teaching of certain important 
branches of philosophy. I am in excellent 
healtn, but it is inexpedient in me _ to 
undertake beth these departmerts. Next year I 
mean to ask the Board of Trustees to relieve me 
from one or other at next Commerncoment. My 
personal friends seem to think I should adhere to 
the teaching of philosophy, and I am willing to do 
so provided the Trustees and friends are ready to 
support me in rearing a school of philosophy, in- 
cluding mental, moral, and politica! science, with 
history. I am happy te be able to report that the 
college ‘is in a prosperous state, with more 
than double tne number of stndents it had 
when I came here, with well organized courses 
of study and able Professors, older and younger.” 
For a long time the question of Dr. McCosh's resig- 
nation has been mooted in educational circles, and 
reports of its culmination were frequently circu- 
lated. Toa Times correspondent Dr, McCosh said 
last evening that the entire matter will be 
under the consideration of the commit- 
tee until June, at which time, whichever 
way thoiridecision may be, the announcement made 
by him will go into effect. One of the older mem- 
bers of the Faculty sald the President had not 
communicated his intentions to the Faculty. ** I 
bave no doubt,” said the gentleman, “that the 
determination come to by Dr. McCosh will be ear- 
ried out. There isa proposition now before the 
Trustees to purchase the University Hotel and 
throw it intoa dormitory, of which the college now 
stands in great need.” ‘

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UNION COLLEGE FiNANCKS. 
TE 
REPORT TO THE ALUMNI-—LOSS OF 
TAL OF OVER $100,000. 

Troy, March 9.—The Trustees of Union Col- 
lege held a meeting at Sehenectady yesterday, 
nearly all the members being present. The resig- 
nation of Prof. Pierson, Treasurer, was accepted, 
and William J. Woodward, of New-York, was 
elected to succeed him. The report called for by 
the Alumni in June, 1881, was, after a long debate, 
finally agreed upon and ordered to be transmitted 
to the Alumni. The report shows that the assets 


have increased from $218,747 53 in 1871 to $645,- 
177 02 «im §=61881, while tho liabilities, which 
amounted to $175.248 27 im 1871, had in- 
creased to $432,997 12 im 1881. The net 
capital in 1881 was $212,179 90, against $43,499 26 in 
1871. To the latter item is to be added $275,000 on 
account of the national trust fund, which makes 
the aggregate capital of 1871 $318,499 26. These 
figures indicate a joss in capital of over $100,000 in 
10 years. This loss of capital is partially explained 
by the excess of expenditures over income from 
1871 to 1881, which amounted in the aggregate to 
$97,319 36, the onlv years in which the income ex- 
ceeded the exvenditures heing 1872 and 1881. There 
were some other items which make the actual ex- 
cess of expenditures in 10 years $122,633 55, or an 
inerease of $87,648 10, compared with the preceding 
10 years, when the actual excess was $34,985 45. 
The Treasurer's statement for 1882 shows an in- 
crease of bills payable account of $13,200, and a 
decrease ef net capital of $9,013 44. The perma- 
nent funde were increased $221,545 during 10 
yeurs. The net income frem interest and rents in- 
ereased from $8,298 53 in 1871 to $13,264 79 in 1881.

A TRIUMPH FOR TEMPERANCE. 

CLEVELAND, March 9.—The submission ofa 
propesed constitutional amendment by the Legis- 
lature giving an alternative of tax or prohibition, is 
regarded by temperance people as a great triumph 
for their cause, as of late they had come to the 
conclusion that license and Legislative control 
would alone be proposed. The officers of the 


Women’s Christian Temperance Union of Ohio, 
which caused the petitition of nearly 150,000 voters 
and women in favor of prohibition to be collected 
and presented to the Legislature, and which com- 
pelled this action, say it is along step in the direc- 
tion of temperance reform, and thata great effort 
will be made to carry the pronibition proposition 
and that the campaign therefore will be conducted 
irrespective of purty and not ona political basis. 
They are not positive as tolts carrying out, soa 
supreme effort will be made to get out as large a 
vote as possible.

SUSPECTED OF “ FIXING” A JURY. 

CouncIL Buwurrs, Iowa, March 9.—A month 
or two ago a married man named Blue broke down 
in the night-time the door of the residence of Mr. 
Richards, at Pacific Junction, a few miles south 
of here. Mrs. Richards got out of bed, and, 
finding a man in the house, fired a revolver to 
warn him off, but he was too drunk to take the 
warning and advanced to the inner room. Mrs. 
Richards, in her night dress, met him, and, level- 
ing a revolver, shot him, first inthe arm. Second 
and third shets were fired, when the 
man elinched with her, ard a shot took 
effect in his abdomen. He was indicted 
fcr burglary, and the jury, after being out 48 hours, 
came in this evening and were discharged because 
they could not agree. The defendant is wealthy, 
and people are confident that the disagreeing 
jurors were ‘‘fixed” for that purpose. Great indig 
nation exists and loud murmurs of summary vea- 
geanee are heard.

F. Taylor appointed for Port Eads. It was deter- 
mined to remove the Rigolets station from Fort 
Pike to the mouth of Pearl River at Lookout. The 
latter station is considered more advantageous, as 
it commands river, lake, and railroad.

PROTECTING SEA-S'IDE RESORTS. 
Seasricut, N. J., March 9.—The frequent 
wash-euts along the sea-front here, and especiallv 
the damage accomplished at the Highland Beaeh 
this Winter, bas taught the owners of this valuable 
preperty a lesson that they shonid have heeded 


before—that of protecting the beach from the rav- 
ages of the sea by the erection of jetties. At the 
Highland Station all tke bulkheads have been de- 
stroved. It is new proposed to build stanch hulk- 
heads, and a stud of jetties will be built seaward 
of the buikbeads along the peach. When the new 
bulkheads are put in. thus protected, the railroad 
encineers of the New Jersey Southern Railway say 
there will be no more wash-outs.

WIGGINS AFALSE PROPHET 


THE GREAT TIDAL WAVE DOES 
NOT APPEAR. 

BUT THE PROFESSOR CONTINUES CONFIDENT 
—THE HURRICANE 8URE TO BURST OVER 
AMERICA IN A FEW HOURS. 

Orrawa, March 9.—The 9th has arrived 
and passed, and nodoubt many who had placed 
some confidence im the fulfillment of the great 
storm predicted by Dr. E. Stone Wiggins will 
be somewhat disappointed at the storm not 
coming. The weather to-day in Canada has 
been exceptionally fine. The storm has been 
the topic of conversation here, and, itis to be 
presumed, also in every city of the Dominion 
and the United States. There seems, however, 
to be a general misunderstanding as to the pre- 
cise dates on which the effects of the storm 
are to be experienced in different localities. 
With a view to ascertaining further informa- 
tion from the prophet your correspondent 
called upon that gentleman this evening. 
After a few words about the fine weather of 


to-day Dr. Wiggins said that there seemed to 
be a general misunderstanding as to the time 
tke great storm should begin. 

‘*'This,” he added, ‘is no fault of mine, for 
in my almanac of this year I say under March 
that it will be first felt in the Northern Pacific 
on the 9th, and will strike this continent from 
the south-east on the afternoon of Saturday, 
the 10th. It will cross this continent from 
east to west, south of parallel 45, to-morrow 
afternoon, and, being reflected by the Rocky 
Mountains, will pass dowa the great Ca- 
nadian lakes, toward the East, on Sun- 
day morning. <A~- great tidal wave 
must already have occurred on the Bay of 
Bengal, and a tremendous storm must now he 
raging over India. Ifthe theory of opposite 
tides be true, though I have always disputed 
it, then a tidal wave must occur on 
the Gulf of Mexico to-day. [ am _ giad 
to know that the Gloucester fishermen 
were wise enough to keep om shore, as they 
must all have perished had they been on the 
Banks of Newfoundland yesterday morning. 
I suppose there is not a storm signal displayed 
on all the North American coasts at this mo- 
ment, though there will be upon us ina few 
bours one of the greatest storms that has oc- 
curred in the memory of any one now living. 

‘*During the last six months I have done 
everything in my power to prevent loss at sea 
by keeping shipping in safe harbors from the 
5th to the 11th of March. Whether I will get 
credit or not, I feel that 1 have, at all events, 
done my duty to myself and the public. The 
weather to-day must be mild over the western 
hemisphere, for the pressure is all upon the 
opposite side of the earth, but will 
be transferred to us to-morrow. Remember 
the storm is not to begin until the 11th-in this 
meridian, and it will be some hours before its 
full force will be experienced,and it will proba- 
bly last several days. This is what I said in 
my first letter published on the subject 
and I adbere to that in every particular. No 
respectable astronomer has risked his reputa- 
tion by saying that the storm will not come, 
and scientific men generally throughout the 
world (if we except meteorologists who are in- 
terested parties) have either indorsed the storm 
or remained silent. I see the Meteor bureau 
at Toronto indicates mild weather on the 
maritime Provinces to-morrow. ; Weshall see.” 

To a friend to-day Prot. Wiggins said: 

**Uneasy lies the head that dips into the 
future.” Theforce of this remark will be 
understood when it is known that the weather 
prophet has been so sorely troubled in mind 
that he has been unable to sleep for the past 
tew nights. Toadd tohis discomfiture it is 
said that threatening letters have poured in 
on him from all sides, some to remind him that 
if the storm does prevail with the fury he an- 
ticipated he can offer up a silent prayer 
ere it is too. late, Otbers suggest thatif he 
misses the mark he had better secure a lot in 
Beechwood Cemetery. The Professor is 
heartily sick of the business, and longs for 
Tuesday next, so that his mind may be re- 
lieved. It is stated that a large crowd of ex- 
cited women waited on him early this morn- 
ing and asked where they could find a place of 
caleey during the progress of the storm. He 
quieted them by saying that Ottawa would 
only experience the tail end of the shock. The

FEAR IN HALIFAX, 
TIMIDITY OF THE FISHERMEN—THE WIND 
FRESHENING AT LAST ACCOUNTS. 

Hautrax, March 9.—Should the storm- 
warning now be hoisted on the Citadel Signal 
Station it would create the greatest excite- 
ment and dread, so carefully are appearances 
of the next 24 hours’ weather watched and 
every change of the most trivial character 
noted and everywhere and by every one com- 
mented on. The talk all day has been on the 
alarming warning of the Ottawa prognostica- 
tor, and the interest was considerably heigh- 
tened when his last words, telegraphed from 
Ottawa, were published. Wiggins’s state- 
ment that a great tidal wave was flowing up 
the Bay of Bengal, and that the falling of 
heavy meteors the past two days shows an un- 
usal pressure being exerted on the earth, gave 
additional assurance to those few who already 
feared a fulfillment of his prediction, ard filled 
many others with the belief that a disastrous 
tornado is about to sweep over the globe. The 


reported great gales in Newfoundland and 
on the other side of the Atlantic, 
resulting in large losses of property and 
an immense sacrifice of human life, are be- 
lieved by many to be the beginning of a uni- 
versal disaster, but by the majority of peovle 
are looked upon as having nothing whatever 
to do with the prediction. That genuine fear 
is felt in and near this city is made evident by 
the resolve of every fisherman in tht eastern 
and western portions of the country and be- 
be not to trust his lifea yard from shore, 

ut to beach his fishing craft until the dreaded 
period is over. The teeling among fishermen 
iu dread of the prophecy is increased more 
than by anything else by the loss of friends 
and their vessels in last Tuesday night's severe 
blow, one schooner having gone down with all 
on board, and another been wrecked, but with- 
out loss of life. News of the former casualty nas 
just reached this city and gives an idea of the 
danger passed threugh on Tuesday night by 
10 or 12 fishing vessels, each carrying a crew 
of from 10 to12 men, The schooner Agnes, 
with acrew of six men on board, left Herring 
Cove the night preceding the gale for what are 
known as the eastern halibut grounds, situated 
between 40 and 5U miles south-east of this port. 
When the heaviest blast of the storm came on 
all the vessels hove to exceptthe Agnes and 
another, which headed for home, The latter was 
wrecked at midnight on a cape eastward of Hal- 
ifax, The Agnes has{not been heard from since, 
and whether she struck on one of the many 
stony ledges lining the adjacent coast, and, 
backing off, went down, or was too frail to 
stand the storm until that distance was cov- 
ered, cannot be said. Among those on board 
were Janes Thomas, his son Edward, his 
cousin Charles Thomas, and another man 
named Patrick Brown; the names of the other 
two cannot be ascertained. 

The weather bere to-day was calmer and 
milder than that of yesterday. The wind was 
fresh from the north-west until dark. As 
night set in it changed rather more to the 
westward and then round nearer to due north. 
At 9 o’clock this morning the barometer 
stood at 30.20; at 2 this afternoon at,30.22, 
and at 9 to-night at 30.50, baving risen only 
one-tenth of an inch in the past 12 hours. One 
of the city pregnosticators of weather per- 
sists in asserting that a stiff south-easter is 
approaching. The wind, he says, will shift 
during the next few hours to north-east, and 
then quickly, perhaps within half an hour 
later, change te south-east, the direction from 
which Wiggins’s hurricane is to burst on Amer- 
ica, Another propket predicts the same 
weather for to-morrow as that of to-day, per- 
haps somewhat milder, kut at night a 
change of wind to the south-east, and the 
beginning of a storm, though he expects 
one with a fall of rain not unusual for this 
season. Last year,.on precisely the same 
date, a beavy fail of rain was experienced 
here: the previous year there was a similar 
storm, and to-morrow’s, he expects, will be 
not more severe thaw these. The tides in the

exceptionally low, the ferry steamers ground- 
ing fast for a short time. 

rof. Wiggins was asked from here last 
night the following: ‘‘ Cam yeu perceivesigns 
of your storm being close at hand? If so, 
when will its appearance be perceptible in 
Halifax’ Early this morning he sent the 
following answer: 
_ OTTAWA, March 9,—Thecoming of thestorm 
is a scientific deduction, and I can give nosigns, 
not even that of prophetic Jonah. At this writ- 
ing it is clear and cold. The falling of heavy 
meteors during the last two days shows that 
an unusual pressure a be expected on the 
earth. The sterm will on you to-morrow 
afternoon or Sunday. A great tidal wave 
is now flowing up the Bay of Bengal.

Str. Paut, Minn., March 9.—The worst 
snow and wind-storm of the season is reported 
along the line of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
rosd. Freight business west of Fargo is en- 


tirely suspended, and all passenger trains are 
getting’ through with: great difficulty. Graf- 
ton, Dakota, has suffered the most, business 
being entirely suspended during the day. 

Sioux City, Iowa, March 9.—The weather 
has been blustering here to-day from the 
north-west, but has been mild, however, and 
thawing all day. The wind is now (9:30 
P. M.) moderately high, but the indications 
point to a storm. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., March 9.—The loss to 
those dependent on the fisheries by the storm 
scare will reach $125,000, and tiere has been 
great loss to business interests as well as to the 
fishermen themselves. Over 3,000,000 pounds 
of fish might have been taken at this season. 

Macuias, Me., March 9.—This is thus far 
the coldest March on record. For the last 12 
days the thermometer ranged from zero to 20° 
below. This morning it was 14° below zero. 

MINNEAPOLIs, Minn., Mareh.9.—A special 
dispatch from Mandan, Daketa, reports that 
a gale of 50. miles an hour is blowing down the 
Yellowstone and Missouri River Valleys from 
Montana to Bismarck. 

ASBURY Park, N. J., March ¥.—Reporis 
from along the New-Jersey sea-coast say the 
weather is as bright and sunny as that of a 
May day. A light wind is blowing from the 
south. 

LonG BRANCH, March 9.—The weather con- 
tinued bright and warm up to nightfall. A 
number of persons living along the coast are 
terribly frightened by the storm predictions 
made by Wiggins, but the greater portion take 
**no stock” in his “alleged” storm. 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 9.—At 6 o’clock 
to-night the weather at Westerly, R. L., was 
clear, with a light breeze; thermometer 34° 
above. 

NEwporT, R. I., March 9.—At 11 o’clock 
the wind was blowing 10 miles her hour; ther- 
mometer 33°. 

Boston, March 9.—At 11 o’clock the stars 
were shining brightly; temperature, 25°; a 
steady south wind, blowing five miles an hour, 
and the barometer falling slightly. 

Boston, March 10—1:30 A. M.—Within a 
half hour the sky has clouded entirely over, 
and the barometer is falling, without, how- 
ever, an appreciable increase of wind. 

NeEw-OrR.LEANS, March 9,—The weather here 
is clear and cool. AJl points report cool, clear, 
or clearing weather. 

Syracuse, N, Y., March 9.—In anticipation 
of Wiggins’s storm the Indians on the Onon- 
daga Reservation have tied their houses to 
trees and fences with large ropes, The weather 
is splendid. 

Sr. Jonn, New-Brunswick, March 9.—No 
marked change in the atmosphere has taken 
place here since yesterday, except that the 
gale which made matters so uncomfortable 
yesterday hassubsided. The thermometer has 
ranged during the day from 4° to 20°, and 
the sky has been clear and ,almost cloudless. 
There is no appearance of any violent con- 
vulsion of the elements, The fishing schooners 
went out this morning, the crews feeling 
there was no danger. March has been excep- 
tionally cold, but does not seem to be upto, 
and certainly not above, the average tempes- 
tuousness, It is clear and cold to-night.

NOT AFRAID, BUT PRUDENT. 
SOME VERY SLIGHT INDICATIONS OF APPRE- 

HENSION, BUT NO SIGNS OF THE STORM. 

Ata late hour last night the grand car- 
nival of destruction predicted by the eminent 
Canadian prophet, Mr. Wiggins, was a part 
ef the unknown, unknowable, and undiscover- 
able. Private W. H. Fallon was seated in a 
comfortable arm-chair in the Signal Service 
station on the Equitable Life Insurance Build- 
ing, smoking adeeply-colored brierwood pipe, 
when a TIMES reporter, who had groaned bis 


way up the countless flights of stairs, entered 
the room. 

*‘Have you seen anything of Wigzgins’s 
blow ?” asked the reporter. 

“Oh, yes,” said Mr. Fallon, “here’s a whole 
column of it in this paper.” 

*“*No; I mean the storm,” explained the re- 
porter. 

‘*No, I haven’t seen anything of it, and, 
strange as it may seem, I don’t expect to see 
any great quantity of itatonce. The fact is, 
as has been said pretty often, itis simply out 
of the question to predict a storm more than 
48 hours in advance. If one develops in Mon- 
tana and starts eastward at the rate of 20 miles 
per hour, you can’t say that it will reach this 
City in five days, for it may be turned out of 
its course by one of the mountain ranges. It 
would be easier to predict a rise in prices in 
Wall-street~, Now the weather throughout the 
country does not show any sign of a big storm, 
To-morrow we may look for generally fair 
weather. We may have snow or rain by Sun- 
day.” 

“Then you don’t think there is muck proba- 
bility of such a gale as would destroy any ves- 
sel smaller than a Cunarder ?” 

‘*No, we don’t have such winds here. It sel- 
dom blows over 25 miles per hour; and when 
it reaches that point the storm signals go up. 
The highest velocity the wind has ever been 
known to reach here was 40 miles an bour, and 
that, let me tell you, makes a very dangerous 
gale on th’s coast.” 

The telegraphic reports from the Signal Ser- 
vice stations througeout the country showed a 
general rise in thermometer. There were a 
tew places at which it fella few degrees, but 
they were the exceptions. High winds pre- 
vailed in the North-west, but in the East and 
South only brisk breezes were blewing, while 
in this City the wind meandered over the 
housetops at the rate of three milee per hour, 
and the mercury slowly climbed the thermome- 
ter. At Aibany the thermometer bad fallen 
3° sincethe death of the Five Cent Fare bill. 
The wind was ail from the direction of New- 
York, but had lostits force before reaching 
the citv of law-making. In Buffalo the mer- 
cury registered 40°, an increase of 24° in 24 
hours, the wind was south-east, and the 
weather clear. At Cheyenne, Wyoming, it was 
40°, a fall of 19° in 24 heurs; the weatber was 
fair and the wind brisk from the north-east. 
Moorehead, Minn., was the only place that 
had reason to believe in Wiggins, for there the 
weather was cloudy and the wind was blowing 
a gale at the rate of 44 miles per 
hour. Thej other points at which high 
winds prevailed were: Milwaukee, 22 miles 
per hour; Huron, Dakota, 24 miles; North 
Platte, 26 miles; St. Vincent, Minn., 34 miles 
and Bismarck, Dakota, the same, At al 
these places, except North Platte, the weather 
was cloudy. Prairie ‘‘schooners’”’ are the 


i only vessels the gales can daraage out there. 


So far as could be ascertained by the United 
States Signal Service, Mr. Wiggins’s storm had 
not yet even reached an embryo state, and its 
chances for doing so were becoming “small 
by degrees and beautifully less.”’ 

During the past few days there has been the 
usual number of clearances at the Custom- 
house aud the usual number of departures 
have been reported. Several sailing vessels 
bound for Eastern ports have’ sailed since 
Thursday, and their masters, although Ca- 
nadians, expressed no fear of meeting with 
unusually rough weather. Among shipping 
men a disposition to laugh at Prophet Wiggins 
was generally shown. Some invalids, how- 
ever, who had taken passage on vessels bound 
to the southward, are said to have postponed 
their trips for the reason that they were un- 
willime te run any unnecessary risks. Tha Ku- 


ropean steam-ship agents say that they have 
few passengers at this time of year, but they 
do not think that any persons have refrained 
from sailing on account of the predictions of 
Mr. Wiggins. The Euro steam-ships ad- 
vertised to sail to-day will start on time. 

Many of the Captains and officers of vessels 
that lay along the lower part of the East 
River were getting over their scare about the 
Wiggins storm last evening. The fishing 
smacks that supply Fulten Market have not 
es much attention to the prediction, and 

ave been going out and coming in witk sup- 
plies of fish. An old sailor said last evening 
that the Fulton Market fishermen did not heed 
the prediction, because they could easily 

ut into port whenever a storm arose. 

hey could run into the Hook, and if they 
were south of Barnegat they could run into 
Egg Harbor or Atlantic City, and if they were 
at the east of the island they could take shel- 
ter at Montauk. It was different with the 
Gloucester fishermen. They were more ex- 
posed, and when once out at sea they could not 
easily put to port. March was avery bad month, 
especially on the New-England coast, and the 
Eastern fishermen had good reason to dread 
March storms, for during them their fleets 
sometimes lost as many as 75 men. Lower 
down the East River a reporter came alon 
the Earl King, a British bark, that eesived 
with tin from Bristol. The officers said 
they would sail on Tuesday with a 
general cargo. When asked why they 
did not sail yesterday or to-day, they 
said that it was not out of fear of 
the storm but because they were not ready. 
In fact they did not believe that it would come 
on at all, and the Captain bad offered to bet 
$500 that Wiggins would prove to be a failure, 
The people of the steamer Newport said that 
she would sail te-duy for Havana, storm or no 
storm. The bark Furniss Abbey, with a 
eargo of oil, lay at her dock laden, and the 
Captain intended to sail te-day for Yokohama, 
Japan, provided the weather was fair. He 
did net fear the storm, and the only 
reason that he did not start yesterday was 
that he was not quite ready. In the slip near 
Pier No. 12 four vessels that were to have sailed 
on Wednesday and Thursday staid over until 
yesterday. These were the bark Sarah Lewis, 
an Italian bark, Filippo, and two other vessels, 
The Captains of these vessels did not conceal 
the fact that they were afraid of Wiggins’s 
prediction, but said they preferred to be on the 
safeside. Yesterday, however, turned out to be 
so mild and beautiful a day that they dismissed 
their fears, hoisted sail and sped away. A 
sailor who was watching on board a West 
India fruit vessel said that a large number of 
vessels that had remained in port for the past 
twe or three days on account of the predicted 
storm sailed yesterday as the day was very 
fine and the signal station had not displayed 
any danger signals, ‘I tell you what,” con- 
tinued the tar, ‘you may laugh as much as 
you like, but it is just as well to listen to what 
these scientific men say; they knows the mo- 
tions of tbe planets, and if they do not strike 
it right every time that is not their fault.” 

At ali the piers between Chambers-street 
and the Battery, on the West Side, late last 
night preparations were being made for ves- 
sels to leave at their advertised time, blow or 
no blow. The Fall River Line freight boat 
City of Fall River, and the passenger boat 
Bristol, left the City lastevening on time. The 
steamer Phcenicia, of the Anchor Line, will 
start this morning as advertised. , A steamer 
of the New-Haven Line started on her trip last 
evening. At the Charleston, Boston, (outside,) 
New-Orleans, Baltimore and .Ohio, and Ha- 
vana piers the officers reported that Mr. Wig- 
gins’s predictions would not interfere with 
their schedule time cards in the least. 

‘People who laugh at Wiggins’s storm is 
fools,” said an old sea Captain, who was smok- 
ing his pipe and occasionally taking a sip of 
grog at a South-street saloon last evening. 
**Sailors believe in Wiggins and his predic- 
tions. Look at its effects oa navigation right 
here. There’s a big fleet of canal-boats 
laying down just below here fastened as 
tight to the wharves as they can be. 
Maybe the Capn’s is white-livered, but some of 
’em has sailed on the Erie Canal for near half 
acentury, and there ain’t one of them dare 
attempt the trip up the Hudson and into the 
canal. ’Tain’t no use saying it’s the ice in the 
canal; it’s Wiggins’s storm keeps ’em here, It’s 
the same way over in South Brooklyn. The 
whole of the Iron Steam-boat Company’s fleet 
lies at anchor at their wharves like they was 
weather-bound. Why there wasn’t a single 
steam-boat sailed to Coney Island or Rocka- 
way yesterday, ’n I understand they 
won’t any of ‘em run to-day. The Captains of 
those craft know whkat’s what, and don’t you 
forget it; they’ve got the fear of Wiggins 
afore their eyes, they has. There hain’t been 
any trains run over the Second and Ninth- 
avenue elevated railroads since 9 o'clock this 
evening. I spose that’s cos those roads are 
nearest the river and would be the first to feel 
the effects of the storm. Tough, aint it?” 

At this juncture the old mariner was inter- 
rupted by the arrival of a younger son of Nep- 
tune, who breathlessly entered the saloon and 
announced that one of the Fulton ferry-boats 
had been withdrawn from the line for thé 
night. 

‘* Another indication that Wiggims’s storm 
is coming,” said the old salt. 

“JT understand it’s just been sighted off Fire 
Island, coming up in tow of one of the Street- 
cleaning Department barges,” said one of the 
sitters. ‘*She’s got all sails set, a double reef 
in her mainmast, with her , bow-sprit close 
hauled, and a red smoke stack, and no splice 
in her main brace. Oh, she’sa hummer, sheis,”

A STEAMER FOUNDERS AT SEA: 


* Lonpen, March 9.—The steamer Navarre, 
bound from Copenhagen to Leith, foundered 
during the gale of yesterday. There?were 81 
persons, mostly emigrants, on board, only 14 
of whom were saved. Of the passengers 6 had 
intended to embark for America by the Anchot- 


Line and 33 adults and 10 infants by the State. 
Line. Four male emigrants named Anderson, 
Hagelberg, Nygren, and N. Mannall were res- 
cued and landed at Hull. Five other pas 
sengers were taken to Hull on a Dutch fishing- 
smack, Altogether 6 of the crew and 10 
sengers were saved. The emigrant Mannall ig 
bound for New-York. 

The survivors give the. following account of 
the loss of the steamer: On Tuesday, when: 
200 miles from Christiansand, the Navarre . 
was struck by a heavy sea, The cargo shifted, 
and en Wednesday the forehold filled. When 
the fishing-smack before mentioned ‘ap- 

roached the Navarre 10 men took a boat and 
arded the smack, letting their small boat-ga 
adrift. The smack sailed around the sinking 
steamer, but, having no boat, was unable te 
render her assistance. The emigrants in the 
meantime were clinging to the rigging, the 
sea washing over them. In a short time an- 
other smack arrived on the scene. Fifteen of 
the Navarre’s men endeavored to reach her in 
anothér boat, but it swamped and all its-occu- 
pants were drowned. A steamer arrived af 
the spot only in time to rescue six persons wha 
were struggling in the water as the Navarre 
was foundering. 

Mannall, who for uarters of ar 
hour was clinging to a piece of timber, 
states that the Navarre’s pumps were found 
to be useless, All on board baled the ves 
sel as mucu as they could. The Captaiz 
seemed stupefied. He was hurt og 
Tuesday, and trom that time until the vessel 
sank drank freely to keep up his spirits. Miss 
Alexandra Hotz and a Swede who was 
for Minnesota and who lost his wife and four 
children, Have also arrived at Hull. N. Man- 
nall is an emigration agent belonging in 
Brooklyn, N. Y. ’ 

A survivor states that there were only five 
cork jackets on board the Navarre. Mr. Man- 
nall says the large boat, which the sailors took 
away without attempting to rescue any one; 
—_ have-held 30 persons more than were in 

er. 

There were 25 persons on board the Navarre 
when she sank, who made no effort to savé 
themselves. Mr. Mannall charges the Captain 
with cowardice, and says many more mighi 
have been saved.

4:TALE WITH CONSUL PACKARD, 
OF LIVERPOOL. 

AMERICAN DISADVANTAGES AND CHANCES 
FOR CHANGE — FAVOR8 ENJOYED BY 
ENGLISH OWNERS—FIGURES OF DECAY. 

Lrverroon, Feb. 16.—‘‘I would like to 

calk with you about the trade of Liverpool, 
but more particularly as to the working of the 
American Shipping act,”’ I said to Mr. Pack- 
ard at the consulate yesterday. ‘‘Apy infor- 
mation that it is proper for me to give you,” 
he said, “ is quite at your service.” The Amer- 
ican Consul at Liverpoel is as popular at this 
famous port as is his colleague among the 
manufacturers of the neighboring city of Man- 
chester. Questions of the undervaluing of 
goods have been very rare occurrences in Col. 
Packard’s time. Any person acquainted with 
the variety of articles that have to pass 
through Mr. Packard’s office and the tempta- 
tions to enter invoices at undervalues which 
are set up by the complicated system of tariffs, 
will understand how much tact is necessary to 
maintain a good understanding between the 
Consul and the English traders. 

“Yes, I have often had difficulties,” said 
Col. Packard, “about this matter of the un- 
dervaluing of goods, where the mest ingenious 
methods have been adopted to get certain 
qualities of manufactures into lower schedules 
‘than those in which they should appear, but I 
am bound to say that some of the most auda- 
riots attempts in this direction have been 
made by dealers and merchants who have 
come from our own side, with a more com- 
plete knowledge of the difficulties of detection 
than is possessed here.” 

“Do you not think that the details of Cus- 
toms charges should be simplified so as to ren- 
der anything like a system of espionage upon 
merchants unnecessary /”” 

**1 do, most certainly, and I think changes 
might be introduced into the character of the 
tariff and the methods of collection which 
would be simpler and more satisfactory all 
round. Itisnot my duty or my business to 
express any opinion upon the question of free 
tradeor protection. I am only here as an 
official to carry out the iustructions of my 
Hovernment and the duties of my office. For 
my own part I do not consider England such 
acomplete free trading country as it takes 


eredit for being, considering the enormous 
eevenue it gets from its Customs. Look, for 
instance, at the heavy taxes on tobacco.” 

**But you think, no doubt, there are certain 
classes of capone (pe into America which are 
too heavily rated?” ‘Oh, yes, I think that 
isa pretty general opinion, and no doubt the 
free list might be extended with advantage. 
For instance, there isa scouring brick, known as 
Bath brick, which — 2% per cent. duty because 
itis not enumera among the articles that 
are free. We have no industry of that kind 
in America, and therefore the duty protects 
nobody. I have no doubt there are other cases 
of the kind. This is one that has come under 
my notice.” 

** You spoke just now of the Liverpool mer- 
chants being willing to help you in the dis- 
charge of your duties, as touching the question 
of values, and of their general courtesy and 
straightforwardness; now in the matter of the 
carrying trade does the English Government 
by taxes or in any other way obstruct the 
American commerce of the seas?’ ‘‘ No, we 
give England the favored nation clause as to 
shipping dues and other matters in our ports, 
and we get the same advantages on this side. An 
American ship sails or steams into any port 
of the United Kingdom on the same conditions 
as our English vessel.” 

«There is, as I gathered from you just now in 
that little matter of the scouring brick, protec- 
tion which does not proteet, and do you not 
think that applies to the American shipping 
act?” ‘ More or less, I think it does.” 

* Anyhow, the United States has not much 
of a show on the sea, has it?” ‘* No, and there 
is not likely to be any improvement, I fear, 
under the existing law. An American cannot 
own ships until he can buy them to advantage, 
and owning them he cannot operate them suc- 
cessfully on the present basis of taxation. A 
United States steam-ship owner will start on 
equa] terms with his British cousin when the 
restrictions on the purchase of foreign-built 
vessels are removed so as to ig Na cost into 

uality with the cost of our glish ship. 

hen that matter is arranged the British com- 
petitor will still have some special advan- 
tages in his favor. For instance, a se- 
rious burden, perhaps the greatest of 
ali his troubles, imposed upon Ameri- 
can owners is the tax assessed upon 
the capital invested in his ship by the laws of 
the several States or municipalities, an imposi- 
tion which is not levied im avy part of the 
United Kingdem. The only tax assessed in 
this couutry upon a ship is the income tax 
which is levied upon the net income of the 
company or the individual that owns it, and 
this is collected upon the dividend declared 
from the profits, the shareholders receiving 
their dividend Jess tue income tax. A similar 
tux is, 1 believe, assessed in some localities of 
the United States, in addition to the capital or 
property tax to which I previeusly referred, 
namely, the assessment on the original invest- 
ment.” 

‘That, indeed, is a heavy handicap upon the 
American competitor in the carrying trade. 
W hat other disabilities does he labor under ?” 
"The great difference between the wages of 
American and English seamen.” 

‘*That is a wide question, I believe, and 
mixed up with what is called the extra wages 
law?’ ‘* Yes.” 

* Will you give me as briefly as you can 
something like a review of the present inter- 
national aspect of the shipping question ?” 
** Well, it is like this: A few wooden ships nuw 
substantially represent the entire foreign car- 
rying trade of the United States, The change 
for short voyages from sailing to steaming bas 
only left America with a very limited trade, 
and in regard to what are known as the long 
voyages the superiority of iron over wood will 
sooner or iater be established in the complete 
extermination of the remainder of the trade 

which for the present struggles on in spite of 
the almost prohibitory navigation laws.” 

“Is ship-building brisk in Liverpool?” 
“Very; there is no room to lay down an ad- 
diticna! keel for six months to come.” 

** And are the vessels in course of construc- 
tion all iron and steel?’ ‘‘ Yes; wooden ship 
building is at an end in England, except, of 
course, ina very smali way. The advantages 
of England’s iron sailing fleet over the Ameri- 
can wooden ships are not far to seek. The 
life of a wooden ship is but one-fifth as long as 
that of anironone. Higher freights are paid 
to iron ships generally. At present an iron 
sailing ship commands 2s, 6d. (61 cents) more 
per ton than our wooden ships on 
a grain freight from San Francisco, and 
about 2s. (49 cents) more per ten on 

a freight from Caicutta. The insurance upon 
the cargo of an iron ship in England is one- 
oalf of 1 per cent. less than upon a cargo car- 
ried im a wooden ship. The usual premium 
upon the insurance of an iron ship per annum 
is about 2 per cent. less than upon a wooden 
vessel, And here let me revert back to the 
‘extra wages’ law, the working of which 
makes a serious additional tax on American 
shipping, and does not really prove protective 
70 the interests of the American sailor.” 

‘*What would you propose in place of the 
*xisting regulations?’ ‘‘{ think if Congress 
vested autority in the President to suspend the 
execution of the extra wages law whenever 
and wherever the Consul deemed right, and to 
*stablish regulations whereby the law should 
be enforced in certain cases and suspended in 
others, the relief sought by the repeal would 
be as nearly reduced as justice would admit 
of. Indeed, I believe we might act with ad- 
vantage upon the principles of the English 
regulations as to the treatment of sailors dis- 
charged abroad. They seem to me to be as 
liberal as is consistent with the obligations of 
Governments, I[ have recently collected ex- 
tracts from the English regulations bearing 
upon the point, and [think we might adopt 
the following British clauses with advantage: 

**When a seaman is discharged at a foreign port 
be bas a right to have adequate employment found 
him by the master or to be sent home at the ex- 

pense of the owner. For every expense the Con- 

sul Mey incur at his port in respect of masters and 
seamen injured in the servico of the ship, or for 
seamen Cischarged or left behind illegally, whether 
for medical advice, subsistence, (including neces- 
tary clothing.) or burial, the masters and owners 
are liable. If such expense is not repaid on the 
spot by the master it may be entered in the ac- 
counts and supported by separate vouchers, to be

question, England has some local and national 
advan over the American ship-owner 7?’ 
** Yes, the entire situation as to foreign and 
American tonnage stands, I would say, thus: 
| While the American flag is gradually disap- 
pearing from all foreign ports, British com- 
merce continues in a high state of prosperity, 
the tonnage increasing from year to year. 
Here are the reasons for this state of things. 
Excuse me if I should happen to repeat some 
of the points I have already mentioned: First, 
iron and steel vessels are built in England at 
least for two-thirds of the cost of the con- 
struction of such vessels on the Delaware 
River; secondly, our ship-owners are required 
to pay annually a large sum to the State and 
town authorities for the capital tax assessed on 
the value of all property, including ships, while 
British uwners are not so taxed, but are in 
fact exempt from all taxes except the 
income tax, which is levied in this man- 
ner: Say in the first yesrof a British ship 
_the owner having ascertained that the ves- 
sel has not earned any profits, he makes 
his return and is thereon at the 
rate of 5d. (10 eents) in the pound ($5) 
sterling—egual to 21-12 per cent. In calcu- 
lating the net profits he is allowed to deduct 
from the earnings, first, the mecessary re- 
pairs made to the ship not on capital account; 
second, he is allowed to deduct all insurance 
premiums that have been paid, and, third, 
after these deductions he is allowed a further 
rebate for depreciation of 6 per cent. for 
steam-ships and 5 per cent. per annum for 
sailing vessels, In considering tho taxable in- 
come the average income for the preceding 
three years is accepted. For example, if for 
the first two yearsaship should make no 
profits and in the third year she should earn, 
say, £3,000 ($15,000) net, the taxable income 
would be nothing for the first two years, and 
£20 16s. 8d. for the third, being the income tax 
upon £1,000 levied and being one-third of the 
three years’ earnings. On the other hand 
should the first year be a profitable one and 
the second and third represent losses, then the 
Government gets the pull on the owner, for in 
that case what would be regarded as the aver- 
age earnings would be greatly in excess of the 
actual profits.” 

‘* Will you be good enough to explain to mo 
in contradistinction to this English system of 
taxation the method and working of Ameri- 
ca?’ ‘The universal system on the other side 
may be er sta to be a capital tax 
varying from 2 to5 per cent. annually and 
upon a two-thirds valuation. At that rate a 
steam-ship valued at $300,000, at 234 per cent. 
on yom - en re be a ag os 
would pay $5, annually peoeerve of the 
ship’s earnings. In England such asum would 
only beexacted from the owner when his ship 
should have earned in net profits $240,000 per 
annum. While the British ship-owner realiz- 
ing 4 per cent. interest upon his investments in 
ships is content, the American owner receiv- 

-ing the like amount would find himself called 
upon to surrender nearly or quite the whole of 
that sum annually to the local tex-gatherer.” 

“In the face of which burdens you cannot 
loek for any increase of American tonnage in 
the foreign trade. Some changes were pro- 
posed by the Tariff Commission?’ “ Yes, 
taking into consideration that as the mercan- 
tile marine is an auxiliary to the national fleet 
in time of war anda factor in all schemes of 
national defense, it was proposed to exempt 
vessels engaged in foreign commeree from lo- 
cal taxation, but Congress has thrown out this 
part of the report. As I said before, it is not 
my business to criticise the acts of the Legis- 
lature, but all the facts in regard to the condi- 
tion of the shipping trade E nt so strongly to 
the necessity of a change that one has only to 
point them out to unconsciously lay together 
materials for the formation of a correct opin- 
ion on the subject. There is no doubt that if 
foreign-going ships were exempt from all local 
taxation a great deal of private capital would 
at once be invested in the building of .~ 
suitable for the foreign carrying trade. t 
would have the same effect in popularizing 1n- 
vestments in ships as the exemption of 
United States bonds from State taxes has 
had in making such securities a leading and 
popular investment with our countrymen 
throughout the Union.” 

“It is strange that a great practical people 
do not see these points all with the same clear- 
ness, but I suppose it is only a question of 
time. Touching the illustrations of protec- 
tion that does not protect, may not the ab- 
sence of iron ship-building as an American in- 
dustry be added to this category of exam- 
ples?’ ** Undoubtedly. We give the monop- 
oly of our coasting trade to home-built ves- 
sels—a very liberal protection, it must be ad 
mitted, to the enterprise, capital, and labor 
engaged in ~ construction of iron and steel 
steam-ships. ut, sng ames speaking, all 
this is without effect, for nothiag worth men- 
tioning is being done in the way of iron and 
steel ship-building.” 

‘* You consider, then, that these facts point 
to the desirability of the law being altered so 
as to enable Americans to buy and own for- 
eign-built ships?’ ‘I leave you to draw your 
own conclusions. If Congress did so amend 
the existing law, the form of it should be that 
any foreign-built iron or steel steam-ship, when 
wholly owned and cemmanded by citizens of 
thé United States, should be admitted to regis- 
try for the foreign carrying trade on the same 
terms as home-built ships. Such a law would 
at once bring all such vessels to the American 
purchaser at the same cost as the foreizn own- 
er. Itis not difficult to understand, and there 
is no reason why I should not express mv 
opinion upon what I believe would be the re- 
sult ef such legislation. Supplemented with 
exemption from local taxation, and proper 
regulations as to the discharge of seamen 
abroad, there is no reason to doubt that the 
change would enable Americans to compete 
successfully with the British mercantile ma- 
rine, great and powerful as it is, for a share of 
the carrying trade of the world.” 

Mr. Consul Packard’s report has not yet 
been published, but together with the other 
reports from the various stations which have 
been sent to the Consul-General’s office in Lon- 
don, it helps te form the basis ot the facts and 
figures which have been summarized by Gen. 
Merritt and his staff and set forth in the an- 
nual report of the Consul-General of the 
United States for Great Britain and Ireland 
for the year ending Sept. 30, 1882, from which 
have been collected to following statistics bear- 
ing upon the mercantile marine of Englend 
and America. 

“The statistics of navigation for 1881 show that 
82,1195 British vessels of 59,838,814 tonnage entered 
the ports of thg United Kingdom during the year, 
and 28,173 rorefen vessels, with a tonnage of 9,044,- 
593, making a grand tetal of 349,368 vessels, with 
68,583,407 tonnage. This is a decrease. as compared 
with 1880, of 5,142 vessels, but an increase over 
1879 ef 2,105. At the same time, 283,456 British ves- 
sels cleared, of 55,095.551 tennage, and 27,486 for- 
eign vessels, of 8,990,214 tonnage, making a grand 
total of clearances of 810,942 vessels, of 64,085,765 
tonnage, belnug a decrease, of 5,540 vessels as com- 
pared with 1850, and an increase of 422 vessels over 
1879, indicating that the year has been a normal 
average. The number of vessels, British and for- 
eign, engaged in the cuusting trade, includ- 
ing tuelr repeated voyages, was 256,860, a 
decrease of 776. The number of men. and 
boys employed in the British merchant 
marine was 192,903, of whom 108,098 were native- 
born, and 24,805 foreign. The numberof registered 
vessels of the kingdom was 24.272. During the 
year 802 iron vessels were built, 41 steel, and 289 
wood, exclusive of those built for foreigners. 

* The number of vessels (including repeate:! voy- 
ages) carrying the United States flag entering Brit- 
ish ports was 346, including 32 steam vessels. In 
1880, there were 412; in 1879, 447; in 1878, 555, and 
in 1877, 672. This isa smaller number than that of 
any other nationality, except Greece and Portugal.” 

Could any more startling fact in support of 
the necessity of a sweeping reform or aboli- 
tion of the Snipping act be published than this 
leveling dewn of the United States into the 
category of the smallest of the world’s nation- 
alities ¢ J.

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THE OITY OF CHESTER DISABLED. 
-——— 
TAKEN IN TOW, BUT ABANDONED, BY THE 
SUEVIA—PROBALLY SAFE. 

Capt. Franzen, of the steamer Suevia, which 
arrived at Quarantine yesterday evening, reporis: 
“On Tuesday, Mareh 6, at 2:30 A. M., we saw 
rockets fired in «a south-west direction, 
about —_ six miles distant. We = x imme- 
diately steered in that direction, answered 


the signals with blue-lights and got our boats 
ready. The weather was squally: the wind was 
from the west-north-woest, and it was snowirg 
at times. We found the signaling ves- 
sel to be a large three-masted steamer. 
We approached near enouch for a boat, had one 
been sent out by her, to have reached us, but 
had to wait until daybreak. The steamer 
roved to be the City of Chester, of the 
nman Line, which had her shaft broken 
in the stern-box. We were asked if we would tow 
her to Hali/ax, but, believing that with favorable 
winds and weather we might be able to tow 
her to New-York, tke City of Chester con- 
sented to our proposal. A steel hawser was 
brought to us and we gave the City of Chester 
ours, which, bowever, her boat did not succeed in 
hauling clear for some time. At 9:30 A. M. 
the signal to go ahead eame from the 
City of Chester, and we then proceeded 
on our course. As the weather moderated we 
asked if she had passengers on board and offered 
to transfer them to the Suevia, which was declined 
with thanks. We had hoped to be able torun 8 or 10 
knots with the disabled steamer in tow, 
but found, after getting up fuli steam, that we 
were making only six and a quarter knots. For 
this reason we signalled, at 5:40 P. M., “ Halifax,” 
and, after receiving a reply to our signal, changed 
our course for Halifax. About stinset the 
‘wind moderated and changed to south-east and 
then incréased, causing the sea to run heavily. 
The City of Chester now steered so badly that 
we could see her broadside at times. On 
Wednesday, the 7th inst., about 4 A. M., it 
was blowing a gale, accompanied by rain, and the 
sea was running very high. At 6:35 A. M. both 
haweers broke and the City of Chester hove to in 
estimated latitude 42° 8’ north, longitude 61* 29’ 
west. We then ran as. close to ber as 
possible, and informed her that we had to pro- 
ceed on our voyage, not nering sufii- 
cient coal on board to remain y her 
for an uncertain time—possibly until favorable 
weather set in. Wetherefore proceeded at 7:35 
é.%.. after having been detained altogether 29 
ours in assisting the City of Chestef.

MIMICRY OF MOTHS, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

** Nature’ contributes an article under this 
caption to your last Sunday's edition. The caption 
has 20 relation whatever to the article, for the sub- 
ject matter concerns the Papifionide (the butter- 
flies) and not the Pharvlenide (the moths.) The 
writer records his observations of the peculiar 
habit of feeding of a caterpillar, and its transfor- 
mation into the pupa ferm while on shipboard off 
the coast of Japan, and he expresses great surprise 
fn discovering upon the same leaf a butterfly, 
which made its appearance a short time inadvance 
of the emergence of the imago from the pupa. He 
was of the opinion that the disgnised color of the 
} oe mae and its peculiar habit ot feeding ren- 
dered it difficult of discovery, and he therefore 
concludes that there must have been two caterpil- 
lars feeding upon the leaf, one of which he failed 
to observe. It does not appear to have occurred 
to him that if such had been tho case there would 
have been conspicuous upon the leaf two vacant 
cebrysajids. For ‘ Nature’s’’ benefit I will state 
that the pupa containing a female commonly at- 
tracts a number of males in advance of pupation, 
and he can attribute to this circumstance the ad- 
vent on shipboard of the surprise party to which 
he refers.

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A SERVANT GIRL’S BLOODY WORK. 
A WOMAN AND AN INFANT NEARLY KILLED 
| WITH A HATCHET. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 9.—A woman’s cries 
for help startled the neighborhood of Ninth-street, 
near Norrie-street, between 5 and 6 e’cleck this 
morning. The shrieks came from the residence of 
Samuel May, whose family oecupies the dwelling 
No. 2,021 North Ninth-street. They were heard by 
Policeman Ransom, who ran to the house ard saw 
& woman’s head protruding from an upper 


window. The face was covered with blood, and 
blood was dropping down upon the steps. A 
moment after his arrival, the head was withdrawn 
and the window closed. Muffied cries and the 
sounds of a desperate struggle still continued 
and the officer attempted to force the door. It re- 
sisted his efforts, but as the whole neighborhood 
was by this time aroused he made made his way to 
the rear of an adjoining house, climbed into the 
yard of the May residence, and kicked the back 
door open. When he reaehed the head of the 
stairs a figure in white flitted past him and disap- 
peared into the bath-room. He attempted te force 
the door of the front reom, but after a moment’s 
arley it was opened from within. He was followed 
nto the reom by a woman, whose head 
face and night-dress were literally dripping bleed. 
She threw herself on a bed, moaning as though 
suffering. Standing in the room was another 
woman, with an infant in her arms, also in her 
nieht-dress, Blood was pouring from wounds in 
her head, her hands and clothes were covered with 
it, and large blood stains were onthe baby's head, 
face, and clothing. The woman with the baby 
was Mrs. Elizabeth May. and the other woman was 
her German servant, Catherine Metzgar, who had 
attempted to murder her. On every hand were 
multiplied evidences of the fierce contest that had 
been interrupted in time to prevert a murder. 
The carpet, the doors, and the bedding were all 
spattered with blood. Mrs. May is a blonde, so slight- 
ly built as hardly to weigh 100 pounds. Her ser- 
vant, Catherine, is of sunall stature, but of such 
robust build as to make her immensely superior

npon her. She had retired with the baby and her 
servant about 10:30 e’clock last night. Her hue- 
band, who travels for S$. May & Co., was out of 
town, and, being somewhat nervous, she invited 
the girl to oceupy the roem with her. Catherine 
had been in the family only a week, but 
had gained her misstress’s eonfidence. She spoke 
no Eoglish, and to this fact Mrs. May attributed 
her remarkably quiet demeanor. She appeared in 
her usual spirits last night, but, as events 
proved, she lay dewn with murder inher beart. 
The story of Mrs. May‘s fight for life and the life 
of her infant son is best told in her own words. 
She related it while the blood trickled from vhe 
woonds in her head down over the face of the 
baby, which she held in a convulsive grasp: ‘'I 
was awakened by feeling a blow,’ she said, ‘‘and 
sprang up. I cried: ‘Oh, heavens, what is fall- 
img’; Then I eaw Catherine, with a quart 
brardy bottle mm her nand, and IL thought 
she, too, had been frightened. I spoke to her 
soethingiy when she threw the bottle across the 
reom, and, stooping to the floor, she rose with the 
batchetin her hand. I realized instantly that she 
intended to kill me, andI picked up my baby and 
dropped him on the floor. As I did this she struck 
me with the hatchet, but I had broken the force 
of the blow by catching her arm. I eaunght 
her by the throat and she struck me 
again and then the blood poured down over my 
face and nearly blinded me. In some way, I do not 
know hew, 1 got the hatohet away from her. 1 
till squeezed her throat. She got weaker as I 
pressed her throat, and I pushed her toward the 
door. When we reached the threshold I threw my 
whole weight against her and got het out. She 
grabbed the hatchet as she went. I slammed the 
door, locked it, and then ran to the window and 
cried for help. 1t came just in time, for she was 
trying to break down the door, and if she had suc- 
ceeded I was too weak to defend myself.” 

Officer Ransom eompelled the girl to dress. The 
bloody hatehet was found in the bath-tup, where 
Catherine ran to wash it when she heard the officer 
breaking in the door. She was committed to 
Moyamensing Prison to await the result of her 
victim’s injuries. She denied that her object was 
rebbery, but claimed that she was told in a dream 
feur days ago to kill Mra. May and her baby. She 
had essayed the crime twice before, she said, 
but her heart falled her. She prepared for the 
erlme during the night, slipping out of the room 
without waking Mrs. May, and going into the cel- 
lar for the hatchet. Nothing of the girl’s ante- 
cedents have been learned. Mrs. May has three 
wounds ‘in the head, one of them severing an 
artery, which caused the excessive loss of bleod, 
She will probably recover, but the physicians fear 
the consequences of the loss of so much blood and 
theshock to her nervous system. From the baby’s 
head being covered with blood a report was oirou- 
lated that its skull had been crushed by the mur- 
derous servant. It wasthe mother’s blood. The 
baby was not burt.

The death of Bishop John Quinlan, of the 
Diocese of Mobile, occurred early yesterday morn- 
ing at the parochial residence of the Rey. Father 
Massardier, of St. Theresa’s Church, New- Orleans. 
His disease was pneumonia, and his death calm 
and placid. Bishop Quinlan was 56 vears oid. He 
was born in Cloyne, County Cork, Ireland, and 
when a‘ boy came to the United States, 
and shortly entered Mount.

A HANGMAN’S WORK DONE 
. ¥ _o——— 

M’GLOIN AND MAJONE SUFFER 
DEATH FOR THEIR CRIMES. 
TWO FELONS UNDER THE GALLOWS IN TRE 

EARLY MORNING—A WAVE OF A HAND- 
EERCHIEF AND TEE LAW SATISFIED. 
In the prison yard ot the Tombs yesterday 
morning, at $:12 o'clock, two convicted felons, 
Michael E. McGloir and Pasquale Majone, suffered 
Weath on the gallows. 
* ‘The érime for which MoGioin paid this penalty 
was the murder of Louis Hanier,a French wine- 
fealér, doimg business at No. 144 West Twenty- 
sixth-street. Late in the evening of Deo. 29, 1881,four 
young men entered the saleon and offered a ten- 
doilar bill to be changed. One affected illness and 
tried to pass behind the bar, but the proprietor 
was suspicious, and ordered them to go away, 
whioh they preseutly did. At midnight the saloon 
was closed, and Hanier went up stairs and retirea 
with his family. About 2o’clock his wife awoke 
him, calling his attention to voiees in the saloon 
beneath. He sprang out of bed and rushed down 
She stairs in his night-dress unarmed, was shot 
when haif way, fell back, and with one outcry 
almost instantly expired, while in the con- 
fusion and darkness the burglars made their 
escape. For a time it seemed impossible for 
the detectives to seeure a clue. One Jobn H. 
Brady was arrested, but he proved an alibi and 
was discharged. Nearly a month then passed, and 
the case was considered hopeless, when suddenly 
the pistol with which it was thought the deed had 
been committed was found by one of Inspector 
Byrnes’s men in the pawnshop at No. 862 Ninth- 
avenue. It was subsequently proved to be Mc- 
Gloin’s, and to have been in his possession on the 
Right before the murder. That it was pawned

McGloin was only 19 years 
pi age when he committed the crime for which he 
Was yesterday hanged. His associates had been

prisoument was merked by coolness and con- 
tempt for the law, and he greeted his awful sen- 
tence with a careless sneer. Toward the end the

Paequale Majone suffered for a crime even more 
fevelting.

The 
Sheriff held a moment’s whispered consultation 
with his brothers in office.and then, with four 
4 and the executioner, disappeared within 


jail. 

The silence within for the next few minutes was 
oppressive. The hoarse murmur of the moms 
outside but faintly echoed. Within men sto 
silently facing ‘the mechine of justice and idly 

| watched the stealthy swing of the ropes or con- 
versed in whispers. ‘Theslanting sunlight had now 
crept down and gilded the entire wall. Two epar- 
rows, fluffy and browx, fluttered to the grating in 
the angle and twittered shrilly their comments on 
the stiliness below. A prisoner iu the third tier, 
anxious to see, thrust a bit of mirror through his 
narrow window and peered curiously in the re- 
fiected beam. Upon the ledge the burnished pigeon 
still strutted and cooed. 

At 8:09 all hats were lifted and all eyes turned 
to the storm-doors which the steny-faced keeper 
threw open, and whence issued the procession. 
Majone came first, loudly repeating ais vers with 
Father Anacietus. His face was livid, and he 
tottered like one broken with sickness and pain. 
His eyes rolled wildly from scaffold tc spectatore, 
from spectators to the sky, and thence back te 
the beam and its pendulum-like ropes. Ata word 
from his adviser he clasped the crucifix convul- 
sively, but his gaze stil) wandered until the place 
was reached. Bebind, with head slightly bowed; 
walked MoGloin, firm and manly, his eyes upon 
the cracifix and his tips moving placidly with his 
devotions. The Sheriff and deputies followed, and 
balted in the centre of the holiocw square. Under the 
shadow of the beam the felons knelt for two long 

‘minutes in prayer. The neose was already about 
their necks, the black cap was folded on their 
heads, and their arms were pinioned at the elbow. 
Over the image of the crucified God they offered 
their last supplication. Majone’s petition was wild 
and loud, and he could not keep his wandering 
eyes from lifting to followAhe measured swing of 
the rope above him. MeGloin was pale but calm, 
and he repeated his plea for divine mercy in a low 
but clear tone. On the strange hush which deep- 
ened at this moment the sparrows’ twitter broke 
harshly, and the cooing of the painted pigeon on 
the ledge above was discord. When two minntes 
had thus passed the men each kissed his crucifix 
with onate fervorf and arose, Majone struek 
his head against the rope and shuddered. McGloin 
avoided touchi his, but’ made the sign of 
the cross, auet his hands, and stood unflinch- 
ingly erect. With dexterous fingers the exeeu- 
tioner joined each noose with the rope above it. 
Then he pulled the black caps over the felons’ eyes. 
Then he noiselessly slipped into his cell. There 
was a moment's silence—met 10 seconds, perhaps, 
but it seemed longer. The gray-haired priests 
bared their heads and bent them in prayer. The 
sunlight caught a gieam from the mirror of the 
ecurions prisoner at the window, still watching. 
Then came the swift flash of a handkerchief waved 
somewhere, a rattle of falling weights, and the 
frightened sparrows took wing. 


Drs. Parsons and McGevern state that in both 
cases the necks of the hanged criminals were 
broken. Majone scarcely stirred after, but Mo- 
Gloin exhibited slight muscular movements fer 
several minutes. The weights fell at 8:12. At 8:22 


Majone was pronounced dead, and one minute 
later a similar verdict was given in McGloin’s ease. 
Both bodies were then lowered. The Italian’s was 
viaced in an imitation walnut coffin, orna- 
mented with a silver-plated cross besring 
his mame, age, and the date of his death, 
and taken to an undertaking establishment at No. 
73 Park-street. There it will be kept until to-mor- 
row morring at 10 o’clock, when it will be interred 
by the side of the murderer Balbo, in Calvary 
Cemetery. Father Anacletus will probably officiate 
atthe grave. The requestof the dead man that 
his body should lie in the church for a certain 
number of hours will not be complied with. A 
large crowd of Italians thronged the street in front 
of the unaertaker’s place ail day yesterday, but 
only personal friends or persons having business 
were admitted. 

The body of MoGloin was taken direct to the 
residence of his parents, No. 259 West Twenty- 
ninth-street, where it will lie until Sunday after- 
noon, at 2o’cleck, when it will be buried in Cal- 
vary Cemetery. No one has been or will be ad- 
mitted to see the body except personal friends of 
the family. Last night the family induiged in a 
wake, and the ceremeny will be repeated to-mor- 
row night. Religious services will be held either 
in a church on the day of the burial orat the grave, 
the family has not as yet decided which. The 
bedy presents a remarkably life-like appearance,

THE CANDLZ FACTORY FIRE.

LOSSES ESTIMATED AT $127,000—THE FIRE 
DUE TO CARELESSNESS. 

The fire at R. G. Mitchell & Co.’s candle 
fastory at No. 322 Front-street kept the firemen 
busy until yesterday afternoon. At that time the 
candle factory was in ruins, and the contents of 
the adjoining cooperage of B. Cosgrove’s Sens, on 
the Front-street side, had been consumed. A for- 
tunate change in the wind assisted the firemen in 
preventing the flames crossing Front-street and 
destroying arow of dwellings and workshops op- 


posite the candle factory and cooperage. ‘The loss 
sustained by the firm of Mitchell & Co. will reach 
nearly $100,000. The factory has been running 
night and day since the ist of February, at 
which time the rebuilding of the old ruins 
of the Ockershausen sugar refinery was 
completed. Mr. Ronald G. Mitehell, Jr., said yes- 
terday that the finished stock, tallow, oils, and 
other materials contained in the building were 
valued at $60,000, the machinery whivh had been 
put in was valued at $45,000, and the rebuilding 
and fitting up of the factory cost the firm nearly 
$50,000, Of the machinery the digester alone was 
saved, and there would, he said, probably be a 
one-third salvage on the stock. The insurances 
foot up $58,000, divided as follows: $15,000 on 
building, $23,000 on stock. and $20,000 on machinery. 
A larger insurance had been applied for in a’num- 
ber of companies, but the negotiations had 
not been completed when the fire occurred, Ad- 
joining the factory on the north side was the yard 
of Murpby & Nesbit, dealers in bricks, lime, and 

laster. the yard were 2,500 barrels of lime, 500 

arrels of coment, and $2.000 worth of laths. The 
loss on this stoek iv estimated at $6,000. Te the 
north of the briek-yard was the establishment of 
James Tregarthen, ship joiner, whose loxs is esti- 
mated at $5,000, The cooperage of B. Cosgrove’s 
Sons adjeined the faetory on Front-street, number- 
ing from No. 326 to 320. All the barrels stered in the 
sheds were consumed and the sheds were destroyed. 
The loss is estimated at $4,000 on stock and $100 
on sheds. The firm has an insurance of $1,500 on 
stock and $509 on shedsin the Rutgers Company. 
A. B. Hall’s syrup refinery on the west side of 
Front-street, Nos, 323 and 225, was damaged by fire 
and water. Mr. Hall claims alossof $10,000 on 
stock, &c. John Dunbar, who owns a lumber-yard 
at No. 821 Front-street, susteined a loss of $500, 
and the dwelling-house of Peter Miller, No. 327, 
was damaged to the amount of $600, 

The fire was caused by the earelessness of Anten 
Kinzelman, the watchman inthe candle factory. 
He had opened the faucet ofatank on the first 
floor of the building to allow the hot water to run 
off, and then having his attention called to a tank 
on the third floor which was leaking, be went up 
there to mend the leak, forgetting to turn off the 
faucet of the tank on the first feor. This allowed 
the fat to runout of the tank, and it streamed 
down through the openingin the floor into the 
boiler, where it ignited from the furnace fires, and 
resulted in the destruction of the building.

| LY ESCAPING DEATH IN THE CANAL 

| NEAR THE JERSEY CENTRAL PIER. 

A sad accident occurred yesterday morning 
onthe Morris Canal, at the foot of Washington- 
street, Jersey City, by which the lives of 35 labor- 
ers were endangered and one man was drowned. 
The canal at this point is abeut 250 feet wide and 
12 feet deep. It cuts off Jersey City entirely from 
the yards and depot of the Central Railroad of 
New-Jersey, and the only way to reach them is 
by crossing to this City and returning over the 

| Communipaw Ferry or passing over the “Gap,” 

| as the canal here is called, in a scow or small 


boat. For the eonvenience of their laborers and 


the publie generaliy, the Central Ra'iroad Com- 
pany has established a kind of primitive ferry 
over the “Gap.” The boats used are heavy, flat- 
bottomed scows and ungainly yawls, and one of 
these is constantly passing between the railroad 
yards and the float which serves for a landing at 


the foot of Washington-street. he ferry-master 
is Capt. Thomas D. Mills, and he‘ has ocoupied this 
position for a long time. He has men under him 
to scuil the boats, but he also takes a hand at the 
oars himself, and he was in charge ef the boat yes- 
terday morniug when the accident oecurred. 

The ‘‘rush” on the ferry over the “Gap” Js in the 
morning and evening when the men are going to 
and returning from their work, and at these times 
the boats are often crowded ustil the gunwales 
touch the water's edge. At 6:40 o'clock yesterday 
morning Capt. Mills pushed off from the float at 
the foot of Washington-street with a 22-foot yawl 
in which were crowded about 35 laborers on their 


way to work in the railroad-yard and MeCarthy’s 
ship-yard and dry-deck on the other side of the 
“Gap.” The boat was se full that the men were 


forced to stand up, huddled close together and 
clinging to each other. Three heavy lightere were 
lying to the north of the float, at Matthiessen & 

jecher’s sugar refinery, the outer one being 
named the September. Thejthree lighters extended 
out nearly tothe middle of the canal, 
completely hid from view everything to the 
north of them. Capt. Mills was in the 
stern of his beat, sculling, and the yaw! had just 
begua to clear the outer lighter when the man in 
the bow saw the tug-boat H. D. Caswell, with the 
schooner U. F. Washburn in tow, coming dewn the 
canal at full speed and almost upon them. One of 
them screamed out, ‘‘Here’satug.” ** Catch her." 
shouted Capt. Miles, but the men were too much 
frightened to understand the order. Mills then 
dropped his oar, and seizing the September, 
checked the yaw! after about a third of her length 
has beyond the lighter. At this moment 
the tug passed, narrowly escaping collision with 
the yawl. The schooner, however, was bearing di- 
rectly down on the boat, and the men in the bow. 
seeing that she must hit the yawl, crushed back- 
ward in a heap toward the stern of the boat, 
knocking Capt. Miles overboard and sinking the

stern and raising the bow of the boat completely © 


out of the water. The Washburn struck the yawl 
square in the bow, upsetting her and throwing the 
35 men in one struggling mass into the almost 
freezing water. 

As the schooner struck the boat Thomas Fallen, 
& young man, and two others whese names could 
not be ascertained, seized the fenders of the Wash- 
burne and escaped without a wetting. All the 
other occupants'of the yawl were thrown into the 
water. A terrible struggle for life follewed. The 
men had been clinging to each ether in the hoat, 
and their grip on each other tightened as they 
struck the water. A genuine fight for life fol- 
lowed. Those whe could swim found themselves 
tight in the grasp of those who oould not, and to 
shake off the incumbrances was the most difficult 

ars of the struggle to make the dry 
and. The collision had been seen from 
the shore, and the scows used for 
ferry-beats were at once manned and went to the 
rescue. The crews of the lighters threw ropes to 
the men struggling in the water, and the workmen 
in the sugar refinery rushed down to the float to 
give what assistance they could. The tug-boat 
steamed on, but it sounded an alarm on its 
whistle, and very soon the banks of the “Gap” 
were lined with men anxious to save the drown- 
ing laborers. Meantime the men in the water 
were clinging to the upturned boat or mak- 
ing desperate efforts to swim to theshore. The 
boat came alongside and took off those on the 
capsized jawl, several were hauled on board the 
lighters; and a few, after kicking themselves free 
from their fellows, managed to swim to the float 
and land. John Manning, a young men, was un- 
able to swim, and. his brether James seized him by 
the arm and tried to keep him afloat until a boat 
came totheiraid. He held him up until he found 
himself sinking, when he leosened his grasp, and 
John sank for the last time, James was rescued 
in a fainting eondition. 

The men, as they were taken from the water, 
were hurried off to the bar-rooms in Washington- 
street, and dosed liberally with hot brandy and 
water, and furnished with dry elothes. So far as 
is known, all except Manning were saved from 
drowning, but as nobody could tell who were: in 
the boat it is impossible to say whether or no* any- 
bedy else was lost. Capt. Mills was the last man 
rescued, and he had a very narrow qosape. He 
says that when he was thrown from the boat by 
the men pressing backward, he was sucked under 
the lighter September. He is a good swimmer, and 
managed, by a desperate effort, to foree his 
way to the surfaee. The suction, however, 
again drow him under, and he oneeagain managed 
to rise. He had just strength enough left to raise 
his right arm above the water, when it was seized 
by somebody and he was pulled out. Most of those 
rescued escaped with the wetting and the fright, 
but four of them were more or less injured by 
being tbrown against the lighter when the yawl 
was capsized. These were John Paraley, of No. 
420 Grand-street, Jersey City; Hugh Flaheriy, of 
No, 115 Brunswick-street; Thomas McDonough, ef 
No. 192 Montgomery-street, and Henry Kruger, of 
No. 185 Washineton-street. Dr. F. W. Pettigrew was 
called on to attend the men, and gave it as his 
opinion that Parsley, who is ever 60 years old, 
would probably aie from the shock and exposure, 
but. he was reported as mueh improved during the 
afternoon and his friends entertained great hopes 
of his recovery. The injured men were sent to 
their homes in carriages, and most of the others 
went to their work as usual in the afternoon. 
Men were busy a!l yesterday afternoon dragging 
the *“Gap” for the body of Manning, but as the 
tide was at flood when the disaster oceurred, 
it was thought that the--drowned man was 
carried under one of the lighters, and that the 
body will not be recovered until they are 
moved. The Policeof Jersey City are loeking for 
Capt. Gilbert Kearney, of the tug-boat H. D. Cas- 
weil, and he will be arrested as soon as he is found. 
Capt. Mills, of the ferry-boat, says that the tug 
sounded no whistle to apprise him of her approach, 
and that had she done se the collision would have 
been avoided. The people of Jersey City have 
been urging the necessity of building a bridge over 
the “Gap” for several years, and it is said that 
~ 97 to authorize a bridge has been prevent- 
ed by the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, which 
tearedithat if the a could be easily crossed 
the Central Road would securea pertion of the 
Jersey City traffic to Philadelphia, which is now 
practically monopolized by the Pennsylvania.

TRE GLEADOWE'S DANGEROUS TRIP. 
The steam-ship Gleadowe, Capt. Burnap, 
which was placed on the Balance Dry-dock Thurs- 
day for examination, met with a very unusual! ac- 
cident during here recent trip from Liverpool. 


After she had been out several days a storm set in 
and, owing to heavy seas, her propeller wae injured 
and she leaked considerably in the gfter cor- 
partment. On Jan. 19she put into the principal 
port of Fayal Island, where she was detained for 
one month while the propeller was being repaired. 
During the afternoon of Feb, 27, when the 
Gleadowe was wituin a few days’ sail of this port, 
she encountered a storm. ‘The strain on her 
propeller was veryjgreat, and during the evening 
, shock which convinced 
him that one of the blades had 
broken off. The steam-ship, however, continued 
on her course. Early next morning the carpenter 
went into the after hold and found it was flooded 
With water. Asthere was uotbing but baliast in 
that compartment he made a search for a leak.

REGISTER DOCHARTY PUTS A SLIGHT STOP TO 
ITS AGENTS’ MOVEMENTS. 

When the agents of the New-York Title 
Company visited the Register’s office yesterday 
morning they were commanded by J.'W. Bissell, of 
Boston, Superintendent of the company. Mr. Bis- 
se)l took down a voiume of mortgages and set one 
of his men at work. Custodian Morse asked Mr. 
Bissell what he was doing. Mr. Bissell explained. 
The custedian said all right. Then Mr. Bissell 
asked for another volume and was told he could 
not have it. Mr. Bissell attempted to take the vol- 
nme by force and the custodian prevented it by 
the same means. Then Mr. Bissell, backed by 13 
ageuts who were hungering after the sensational 
literature en the Register’s shelves, made a formal 
demand for a book foreach of hismen, ‘You can 
only take one volume ata time,” said the custo- 


dian. Then Mr. Bissell disposed his forces, threw 
out picket lines to cever his rear, prepared for a 

rotracted siege, and sought a conference with the 

egister. The Register refused a parley, saying 
that the custodian nad his orders and would obey 
them. Mr. Bissell left his lieutenant, J. R. New- 
hall, in command and retired to the effice of the 
company in the Morse Buildins. ‘I base my ac- 
tion in this matter,” said Register Docharty to a 
Times reporter, ‘“‘upon section 1, chapter: 172 of 
the session Laws of 1861, which says: 

“**It shall be the duty of the Register to assign one 
or more suitable persons in hie office to have the cus- 
toay of the records in said office during office hours, 
by whom or in whose presence, undér the direction of 
said Register, aliexaminations of such records shall 
be made; such persons, however. shall be paid by 
Gah Heetaper and not py the City or County of New- 

“The laws of the State, as you see,make me 
custodian of the records of this office, and by the 
bonds I have to file I am charged with their safety 
and preservation. Being so charged, 1 can make 
sueh reasonable rules as to their examination as 
are necessary to insure their safety and also for 
my own protection, Two or three of my clerks 
are known as custodians, and have personal 
charge of the reeords. They have orders to ascer- 
tain the meaning of examinations made by suspi- 
cious persons and to be present durizg such. This 
morning I instructed them to rigidly enforce the 
rule. It interfered with the work of the agents of 
the Title Company. I am going to enforee this 
rule rightalong. It is may only remedy. It is a 
dangerous thing to allow irresponsible people to 
come in here and handle these records.” 

Superintendent Bissell said he was prepared for 
anything when he went to the Register’s office 
yesterday. He used force in trying to get the 
books they wanted solely to give them legal rights. 
“ When we formed the Baltimore company,” said 
Mr. Bissell, ‘the Reeorder interfered with our men 
and tried to prevert them from getting the ab- 
stracts. He demanded that we pay him two cents 
a folio, which the law allowed him to charge. We 
told him we would provided he charged all 
other searchers the same fee, The result 
was that we paid him $1,200, which went 
into the public treasury, for room to work in his 
oftise. The capital stock of the Baitimore com- 
pany is $76,000. It took 80 persons two years to 
make the abstracts there, and cost $80,000, I was 
Superintendent of the company for a time, but am 
not uew. Cur work in Boston is not yet finished. 
It will take 100 persons two years, and cost $120,000. 
We have had 40 persons at work in tke Boston 
Register’s office at once, and have 30 now. Iam 
Superintendent of that company. The stock 
is $100,000. We expect that it will take 
120 persons three years to do the work 
here, » Usually about one-fourth of the en- 
tire force is employed in the Register’s 
office, As to the expense of searches, it wil! cost the 
applicant more than he pays now, but the speed 
and accuracy will more than compensate for the dif- 
ference. In Baltimore $5 is charged for the search, 
and $1 per $1,000 for the guarantee of its acouracy. 
The average time required to furnish an applicant 
with asearch in Baltimore is seven minutes. It 
will not exceed 10 minutes here. Now, as to the 
trouble with the Register. We claim that we have 
a perfect right to examine the records of ' his office 
as much as we please. If he haga custodian for 
each of our men he must have for every other 
searcher. We don’t ask any favors. All we 
want is the same privileges accorded other search- 
ers. We get our authority from the same section 
of the law which the Register claims to get his 
from, and from an additional seetion which says, 
*to which books of registry and indexes all persons 
shall have free access for search at all reasenable 
times during the daytime, and which the Register 
shali be bound to exhibit to those who wish to 
search.’ We shall send our men there every 
morning and let them stand around as they have 


done te-day.”’

THE BURNED APARTMENT-HOUSE. 


NEW LIGHT THROWN UPON THE ORIGIN 
AND SPREAD OF THE FLAMES. 

Fire Marshal Sheldon was engaged yester- 
day in investigating the origin of the fire at the 
Cambridge Flats, by which Mrs. Mary H. Wake 
man and her daughter lost their lives. David B. 
Lyons, who had been employed as janitor in the 
building for four years, described the position of 
the steam-heater in the basement and of the air- 
shaft. He went to bed at midnight on the night 
preceding the fire, and the last thing he did was to 
bank the fires. He was awakened by Mr. Thomp- 
son calling him. Heran up stairs, and found fire 


burning in the bath-room of Mr. Fletcher's 
apartments, one the first’ floor. Then he 
alarmed the people in the house in the quickest 
ossible manner. A year or two ago the tenants 
n the house were annoyed by smoke coming frem 
behind the wainscoting on the third ;and fourth 
floers on the west side, and on the third, fourth, 
and fifth floors on the eastside. The wood-work 
was torn away and the eracks in the chimney, 
through which the smoke came, were plastered 
up. Since then there had been notronble. A few 
weeks ago Mrs, King, one of the tenants, com- 
plained to the Fire Department of smoke coming 
into her reoms. A fireman called at the house to 
see about it, Lyons teld the firemen that there 
was no smoke there, and if there was a 
leak it came from the next heuse, and he 
went in there, The house had never been 
on fire to his knowledge since he nad been there. 
On the morning of the fire he saw no blaze until 
three minutes after he got out of the building; 
then he saw the light of the firein Mr. Fletoher's 
apartments. ‘he places where the smoke wasseen 
coming from the flues of the adjoining building 
were near the light-shaft. Two or three days 
aiter the fireman had been there about the com- 
plaints Mrs. King told him that she had complained 
about the smoke. He told Mrs. King that the fire- 
man had been there, and the lady asked why he 
had not been sent to her, and Lyons replied that he 
did not know where to send him. 

Mr. Henry Thompson, who occupied a suite of 
apartments on the east side of the first floor, testi- 
fied that he was awakened by the taste and smell 
of smoke. When he lighted the gas he saw that 
there was smoke in the room. It came through 
eracks in the floor, around the baseboard, and 
through the holes through which the steam pipes 
passed in the hall. There was also a draught of 
air around the baseboard. When he opened the 
door leading into the hall he saw Mr. Fletcher, whe 
Was pouring some water from a foot bath-tub on 
the fire, which seemed to come from under the 
wainseot on the west side of the hall, about oppo- 
site the door leading from the matin hall. Mr. 
Thompson went down stairs and called the janitor 
and kicked at the door of his room. He then tried 
to pull off the boards behind which he saw the 
fire. When the janitor came out Mr. Thomp- 
son told him it was his fault, The jani- 
tor appeared dazed, and Mr. Thompson went 
to his own room and got his wife out. Then he 
went up stairs from floor to floor knocking on all 
the deers and crying fire. He went up to the ser- 
vants’ rooms on the top floor and told them to get 
out on the roof. Ashe was preparing to get his 
wife out he pulled the American District messen- 
geralarm. When he got his wife out on the street 
and sat her down ona trunk the messenger was 
there. The messenger wanted to know what was 
the matter and Mr. Thompson told him that there 
was a fire and directed him to send out an alarm. 
The messenger hesitated, and when Mr. Thompsen 
insisted he ran to the box and sent an alarm. Mr. 
Thempson then entered the house, and in the main 
hall heard a woman scream “Oh! my God.” He 
started up stairs and saw a woman on tke 
stairs between the second and third floors. Seme 
kind of an explosion then took place, and he was 
thrown baekward down the stairs, and some one 
pulled him out, He had lived in the figet since last 
October. The cracks in the floor of his apartments 
were go large that he eould bear the janitors’ fam- 
ily talking down below, and the ring of the forks 
and knives when they struck the dishes. He had 
been very much annoyed by smoke coming up the 
ventilating shaft and entering the bath-room. It 
must have come from the janitor’s kitchen stove, 
which was underneath. When the janitor zot his 
family out he left the basement door open, and 
that created a draft which carried the fire up 
stairs. Mr. Thompson was positive that the time 
he discovered the fire was 3:05. 

Fire Marshal Skeidon said yesterday that from 
the examination he had made and the evidence 
taken by him he was satisfied that the fire bad been 
buruing for some time before it was discovered, 
and tnat at least haif an hour was wasted before 
an alarm was sent out to summon the firemen. 
Mr. Thompson says that he is positive that it was 
8:05 when ke discevered the fire, and the reeords 
show that the first alarm was received at the quar- 
ters of Engine No. 39 at 3:55—nearly an hour after 
Mr. Thompson claims to have made the discovery.

TROUBLESOME COTTON-THIEVES, 
—_—_~-—— 
A SYSTEM OF PETTY STEALING WHICH TAXES! 
INGENUITY TO PREVENT. 

One of the most troublesome species oi 
thieves who trouble transportation companies are 
eotton-thieves. Dealers in cotton in this City are 
constantly snnoyed by the breaking of their 


bales of cotton. Claims for shortages are eonstant- 
Beet eee tances te iveaie: exiabene 
panies, a ppers, 
and carriers. Ali efforts to break up this hap of 
petty thieving have thus far proved ineffectual, 
because of the shrewd manner in which the 
stealing isdone. The sacking in which the cot- 
ton is baled tears easily when touched by 
the hooks used by freight-bandlers, These hooks 
are ordinarily carried hung to the body-strap just 
over the right hip of the freight-handler. hen 
the cotton is being handled on the piers, at the 
depots, or being placed on or taken from the carts, 
the experienced handler oarefuliy tears the sack- 
ing in which the cotton is packed. Them when he 
draws his hook from the bale he draws with ita 
handful of the cottom, which he carefully trans- 
fersto his hip pocket. In this way the handler 
who is an expert in the art will manage ‘to steal 
several pounds in the course of a day. As this 
cotton readily sells at the junk shops at from an 
eighth to a half cent a pound less than the 
market rates, and as cotton is worth from 
7 to 12 cents per pound, it will be seen that the 
handlers make a good thing out of this method of 
ean thieving. The bale is submitted te this sys- 
matic pilfering every time it is handled, and as a 
result uently reaches the consignee several 
pounds lighter m when originally shipped. Af- 
ter the handlers have done their pilfering the bale 
often goes to the tender mercies of the smal! boy 
thief, the most annoying and rapacious of ail 
thieves. It is no uncommon sight along the 
wharves to see a meek-looking boy leaning back 
up against bales of cotton. Those who are pro. 
fessional cotton-thieves wear trousers se 
times too large for them and with 4 
capacious rear. The youngster, o_o leaning 
against the bale, always has his hands a him, 
and when any one is looking seems to be courting 
sleep. But he isn’t doing anything of the kind. He 
has found or made a hele in the sack, and botk 
hands are busy pulling the cotton from the bale 
and stuffing it into the seat of his trousers.

Se 
skillful are these wharf rats that i$ is almost au 
impossibility for the Police or watchmen to detect 
or catch them. By these methods a bale is often 
robbed of a very large portion of its contents, often 
amounting to pounds or more. As the young 
thieves are sharp enough to work the various 
wharves in rotation, so that it takes them weeks ta 
make their rounds on both rivers, the impoasibility 
os Cotqction is as apparent as it is po nptay 2 par 
cularly when, as is suspected, they zig-zag across 
town. working the North River one day and the 
East River the next. How to prevent this petty 
thieving is a problem which transportation compy 
nies and cotton-dealers are now trying to solve.

Its conduct reminds 
one of a favorite story of WENDELL Palt- 
Lips, illustrating the impulse of the low 
order of politicians. A Roman actor had 
trained a company of monkeys to take part 
in a play which they were wont to go 
through with a ludicrous air of gravity and 
propriety, but in the midst of their per- 
formance a wag threw a handful of nuts on 
the stage, and in an instant they were on all 
fours scrambling for the plunder. 


It has Jong been evident that the people of 
this State are far more concerned for an 
honest, efficient, and economical administra- 
tion of public affairs than for the success of 
party. Theissues which used to divide Repub- 
licans and Democrats and the motives which 
gave vigor to their antagonism have lost their 
hold in a great measure. In the absence of 
the strong influences which were wont to 
dominate party differences, popular action 
is affected by relatively slight causes. Dis- 
satisfaction with party management and a 
revolt against machine methods had much 
to do with the turn of political affairs in 
this State last year. Thousands of Re- 
publicans voted against their own 
party, or refrained from _ voting, to 
administer a rebuke to their leaders and 
managers. Few of them had much faith in 
Democratic promises, but there were hopes 
that the Democratic Party would have sense 
enough to use its opportunity to make at 
least a respectable record. It was swept 
into power by a tidal wave, and there were 
unfulfilled expectations and demands which 
it might make political capital by meeting. 
If it had had wisdom enough to understand 
the meaning of its victory and to profit by 
it, it might have retained a good part of the 
independent support which was given to it 
with some misgiviug last November. 


But to-day the predominant feeling among 
those Republican and independent voters 
who helped to give the Democrats control of 
State affairs is doubtless one of unmitigated 
disgust at the result. The purblind parti- 
sans .of the Assembly are showing 
how utterly incapable their party is 
of ising above the meanest of 
selfish motives and of administering 
public affairs witha view to winning the 
confidence of honest and intelligent citizens. 
It is not. likely that the opportunity which 
they are wasting will be continued after the 
people have a chance of expressing again 
their judgment on the action of parties. 
The misfortune is not alone to the Demo- 
cratic Party. It must be felt by those 
Republican and non-partisan citizens who 
regard parties only as means to an 
end, and who have hoped by the 
defeat of one to teach the other its 
duty. When they find one party incapable 
of learning they must feel that half the 
power of independent voting is lost. Itisa 
misfortune if those who manage the affairs 
of the Republican Party can rely with confi- 
dence on the blundering of their opponents 
to returnthem to power. It would be much 
better for the people and for the State if 
there could be emulation between the par- 
ties to secure and retain public confidence 
by making a creditable record. If the re- 
liance of one is on the recklessness and 
stupidity of the other rather than its own 
merits, the standard of both is inevitably 
lowered and the hope of reform by the 
peaceful revolutions of the ballot-box is dis- 
astrously weakened. 


WHERE ARE THE DEPOSITIONS? 


Mr. P. J. SHERIDAN may justly complain 
that his British prosecutors are very slow in 
their suit. If the British Government wants 
Mr. SHERIDAN, why does it not produce its 
evidence that he is guilty as charged before 
the proper court or Commissioner, or else 
withdraw its application for his arrest and 
let the warrant be canceled? It is altogether 
unnecessary to take the Irishman’s or the 
protectionist’s view of Great Britain as a 
boundlessly malevolent and selfish power, 
indifferent to all rights save its own; but 
the British should be reminded that the pro- 
ceedings against Mr. SHmeRIDAN cannot be 
governed solely by their own convenience. 
There are certain usages in this country 
very much older than the extradition 
treaty with Great Britain with which 
proceedings under that treaty cannot be 
allowed to interfere. In all our criminal 
prosecutions the accused enjoys, by virtue 
of the sixth amendment to the Constitution, 
the right to ‘‘a speedy and public trial.” 
It is an obvious violation of the spirit of this 
provision to procure the issue of a warrant 
against a person on information and keep it 
hanging over him indefinitely, giving him 
no opportunity to meet his accusers, hear 
the evidence against him, and establish his 
innocence, if he can, in a court of law. 

The warrant for Mr. Sverrman’s arrest, 

issued by the State Department on the ap- 
plication of DupLry E. Sauri, the British 
Chargé d’Affaires in Washington, acting in 
Minister WeEst’s absence, bears date of Feb. 
23. On March 4 Minister West, who had just 
returned from Canada, said that the applica- 
tion for the warrant at the State Department 
and its issue were merely ‘‘ formal steps,”’ 
such asare ‘‘customary in extradition cases,’’ 
‘The real action will begin when the depo- 
sitions reach me,”’ said he, ‘‘and I expect 
to receive them within a week.’’ Mr. West 
described his further course. The deposi- 
tions would be sent to United States Com- 
missioner OsBornN, in this City, who would 
execute the warrant for Mr. SHERIDAN’s 
arrest. If in the opinion of the Commis- 
sioner the evidence contained in the deposi- 
tions warrants his extradition, he will commit 
him, and the British Minister will apply to 
the State Department for a warrant of sur- 
render. Where are Minister West’s depo- 
sitions? Carry, the informer, gave his tes- 
timony on Saturday, Feb. 17. The in- 
structions to the British Chargé d’ Affaires 
to apply for a warrant were sent by cable. 
The depositions should have been forwarded 
by the first steamer. Tae Tres has re- 
ceived two mails from Europe since that 
which brought the reports of CaREy’s testi- 
mony, the last bringing letters and journals 
of Feb. 24, which arrived Thursday even- 
ing. Have Minister West’s depositions 
miscarried? Or are there no depositions in 
the case and no purpose to take any further 
steps? 

If the State Department has reasons to 
believe that Her Majesty’s Government will 
not press the case against SHERIDAN, it 
should immediately recall or annul the 
warrant issued for his arrest. A warrant 
of this kind. in which it is stated that Mr. 


SHeripan is ‘charged with the crime of 
murder and alleged to be a fugitive from 
the justice of Great Sritain,’’ cannot 
be ‘‘ pigeon-holed,’’ like a warrant for a raid 
on a disorderly house, to be executed at the 
convenience of the British Consul. And the 
State Department ought not to waste any 
time in waiting for the British Minister to 
make up his mind. The intentions of his 
Government may be pretty clearly inferred 
from its dilatory course, and our Govern- 
ment, which must not be a party to the 
wrong done Mr. Saeripan by this course, 
should promptly demand the prosecution or 
the abandonment of the charge. 

The position of her Majesty’s Government 
is somewhat embarrassing, but that is not 
our fault. It has asked of France the extradi- 
tion of Frank Byrne, and France has re- 
fused to give him up, Mr. Byrne having 
been released on Thursday, the French Gov- 
ernment deciding that his case was not one 
for extradition. Precedents established in 
this way are extremely inconvenient, as 
they broaden by subsequent constructions, 
and Great Britain will seek to avoid their 
creation when she can. The case against 
SHERIDAN is certainly not stronger than 
that against Byrne, and we are as 
little disposed as France to give up 
for trial and—under the present law in Ire- 
land—certain conviction men charged with 
political offenses, If pressed to an examina- 
tion before a United States Commissioner 
there is every probability that the alleged 
depositions in SHERIDAN’s case would prove 
no more satisfactory than the evidence 
against Byrne in Paris. The British Gov- 
ernment therefore dislikes to proceed with 
the case, while to give notice of its with- 
drawal would be peculiarly humiliating, in 
view of the pains taken to remove it from 
the ordinary channels and give it a diplo- 
matic and high international character. 
Steering between these two disagreeable 
alternatives, it has evidently resolved to save 
its dignity by inaction, trusting that the 
affair will be forgotten. 1n behalf of Mr. 
SHERIDAN it is our duty to see that it comes 
to a different ending. 





BIGGAR, EGAN, AND MISS FANNY. 

Mr. Parrick EaAn, the Treasurer ‘of the 
Irish Land League, has taken flight from 
Dublin and has retired into obscurity.’ Land 
Leaguers and ' officers of the British Gov- 
ernment vainly search for Eaan. There 
is no statement of the liabilities of the fugi- 
tive Treasurer of the Irish Land League, and 
none of the deep and damning plots against 
the British Government in which he is sup- 
posed to have been engaged.» But Lady 
Fiorence Dixie, whose patriotic efforts in 
behalf of unhappy Ireland are well known, 
says that £152,000 of the Land League fund 
are yet to be accounted for, and that Bracar 
and PARNELL (and presumably EeGan) are 
held accountable for the missing amount. 
On the other hand, a Dublin correspondent 
says that the flight of Eeawn affords the 
strongest moral evidence of the intimate 
connection of the Land League with the 
crimes in Ireland. It is assumed, then, that. 
Eaan has run away because there is a de- 
ficiency in the Irish Land League funds, and 
because the League is concerned in the 
bloody crimes that have intensified the woes 
of old Ireland. There is always something 
wrong in the accounts of the custodians of 
Irish funds. . And it is more likely that 
Ecan does not want an accounting of the 
Land League funds than that he has been 
engaged in a dark conspiracy. 

To this conclusion any reasonable and 
impartial observer would have come if his 
attention had not been arrested by the cele- 
brated Biggar breach of promise case. + Mr. 
Braaak, who is a Home Ruler and a leader 
of the Land League, has been brought to 
book by an Irish beauty and patriot, Miss 
Hynanp. This gifted young lady, it ap- 
pears, keeps a genteel boarding-house in 
Paris. - Around her hospitable board were 
habitually gathered the oppressed and the 
impecunious of all nations.

Mr. Briaear, the emi- 
nent Irish patriot, was introduced to her 
by Mr. Parrick Eean, of the Land League, 
and the charming landlady exerted herself 
to please the Home Ruler. Being a canta- 
trice, in her own humble way, Miss Hy- 
LAND, between the pudding and the potheen, 
sang patriotic songs for the refreshment of 
the weary and tempest-tossed Home Ruler. 
One song, ‘‘Old Ireland, you’re my dar- 
ling,’’ so powerfully affected Mr. Biecar 
that he fell upon his knees in a sort of patri- 
otic fury, and begged that Miss HyLanp 
would be his wife. According to the lady, 
Mr. Breear remained upon his knees, kiss- 
ing her hand and refusing to rise until she 
had promised to marry him. Overcome by 
his importunities, she coyly consented. But 
Mr, Biaecar, patriotic and Home Ruler 
though he is, did not marry her, and, in 
course of time, she brought suit against him 
for breach of promise. - 

On his part, Mr. Brecar sets up that he 
was carried away by his patriotic emotions. 
Having listened to Miss HyLAnp’s impas- 
sioned rendering of the song, ‘‘ Old Ireland, 
you’re my darling,” he fell upon his knees. 
Of the knees there seems to be no ques- 
tion. Mr. Bicear admits the falling on the 
knees, also the hand-kissing which fol- 
lowed. But the ungallant BieeaR not only 
denies that he asked the lady to marry him, 
but he asserts that she ‘‘practically’’ asked 
him to marry her. Bracar concedes the 
knees and the kissing, but he would have 
us believe that the lady, to use a popular 
saying, ‘‘threw herself at, his head.’’ It 
was put in evidence that Brocar had 
‘‘kept company,’’ whatever that may 
mean, with Fanny Hy.Lanp, end that 
his infatuation had borne fruit in the 
shape of numerous love tokens, chief of 
which were several pairs of stockings. An 
amorous poet once said of his mistress’s gir- 
dle that if ‘he could but have what that 
riband bound, others might take all the rest 
the sun goes round. Bie@ear’s ambition 
rose no higher than the stockings of his fair 
and patriotic inamorata. But, when he left 
her hospitable roof, Biggar sent no more 

presents and no more love messages. There- 
fore she brought against the gushing and in- 
flammable Home Ruler a suit for breach of 
promise, with heavy damages fopconfidence 
betrayed, affections misplacedf and hopes 
disappointed. f 

It was Patrick EGAN. th 
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missing cus- 


todian of the Land League funds, who in- 
troduced Bicear to the divine and melodi- 
ous Fanny. It was Eagan who was a wit- 
ness to the moment of rapture when the in- 
spired and patriotic Bicear fell upon his 
knees and kissed Fanny’s hand. And when 
the lawsuit was called, Eaan ran away. He 
could not testify against his chief Biecar. 
And, being a gallant and chivalrous Irish- 
‘man, he could not appear,against the gentle 
Fanny, who sought damages from the im- 
pressionable Home Ruler. Therefore, the 
sudden disappearance of EGAN is not dué to 
any misuse of the Land League funds, nor 
yet to any possible and criminal connection 
of the Land League with the Phenix 
Park assassinations. EGAN runs away 
to avoid being mixed ‘up in a 
breach of promise case. Nevertheless, jus- 
tice has been done. “Although Ean re- 
fused to bear witness to the tender avowals 
and the fervid protestations of Bieear, and 
although BieGar swore that his adoration 
of Miss HyLAND was the outbreak of a mo- 
ment of patriotic frenzy, the jury decided 
that Miss HyLann’s feelings had been dam- 
aged to the extent of two thousand dollars, 
and a verdict ‘to that effect was accordingly 
returned. This suit may be said to have as- 
sumed the proportions of an international 
episode. The Land League funds, which 
Messrs. Eoan, Biacar, and Parner. 
are‘ accused of treating with a cer- 
tain affectation of mystery, are de- 
rived from the United States. Has Eaan 
run away with the missing £152,000, or has 
he only taken leg bail to avoid Miss Fanny 
HyYLanv’s breach of promise suit? Is 
Mr. Biecar the gay deceiver that Miss 
HYLAND would have us believe, or is this 
only another conspiracy of the hated Saxon 
to bring into disrepute a son of Old Ireland ?° 
Until Ecaw comes back and tells all he 
knows about Bre@ar’s dalliance with Miss’ 
HyYLanp and all he knows about the Land 
League funds, the sons of Erin in every 
clime will be the prey of doubt, suspicion, ' 
and other contending emotions. 


THE DECREASE OF CATS. 


« The marked diminution of cats in this 
City and in Brooklyn during the last three 
years is attracting the attention of scientific, 
persons. It is estimated that this diminu- 
tion amounts to fully 50 per cent., and that 
in some localities it iseven greater. There. 
must, of course, be some cause for this cu-; 
rious phenomenon, and it is well worthy of’ 
investigation. 

The decrease of cats in Brooklyn was first’ 
observed about two years ago, and was at 
that time attributed to the competition of 
TALMAGE. , It is asserted that when Tat-, 
MAGE first came to Brooklyn, the cats resid-} 
ing within hearing of his, voice were accus-, 
tomed to gather in large numbers, at the 
windows of the Tabernacle and to gaze at 
the agile and eloquent preacher with coun-} 
tenances expressive of the utmost > wonder.’ 
After witnessing a sermon for half an hour 
or more this expression of wonder: usually’ 
gave place to an expression of deep sadness, 
and the cats would withdraw ‘from the vi- 
cinity of the Tabernacle with downcast tals 
and every evidence of despair. The theory 
is maintained: that the , Brooklyn . cats, , 
recognizing their “ vast * inferiority to 
TatmMaGce in point:of eloquence. and 
the utter, hopelessness of any attempt 
to rival him in agility, withdrew from Brook- 





the emigration of part of the surplus popu- 
lation. 

Again, the great height of our new houses 
has the effect of shutting out both sunlight 
and moonlight to a great extent from our 
back fences. Localities where cats could 
once sun themselves nearly all day long 
on the back fence, and from the same 
pleasant altitude survey the moon and 
the starry heavens through the greater part 
of the night, are now dark, gloomy, and 
forbidding. Here is another reason for the 
emigration of cats from our City, and we 
may unhesitatingly assume that it has been 
the cause of the emigration of hundreds of 
our best and most enterprising cats. Still, it 
cannot be said that the height of Brooklyn 
buildings has increased during the last three 
years to an extent sufficient to render Brook- 
lyn cats generally dissatisfied. 

The real cause of the diminution of City 
cats is probably the popularity of the cor- 
net. That nefarious instrument is now 
played by at least one amateur on every 
block of this City and Brooklyn. No self- 
respecting cat will for a moment enter 
into competition with the cornet, and to Mr. 
Levy and other apostles of the cornet must 
be given the credit of partially ridding New- 
York and Brooklyn of nearly one-half of 
their feline population. 





The double execution which took place in 
this City yesterday was conducted with the utmost 
privacy and decorum. Similar affairs of the past 
have frequently been made disgraceful by the 
presenee of large crowds of morbid sight-seers who 
had no other claim than personal influence to 
secure their admission, and the frequent bungling 
manner in which the sentence of the law was car- 
ried out not only entailed unnecessary and pro- 
longed suffering upon the condemned, but gave 
rise to scenes the recital of which filled the com- 
munity with horror. The demands of justice are 
satisfied by the death of the felon by the method 
prescribed, and that carelessness cannot be too 
freely censured which submits him to unnecessary 
torture. At the same time, the admission to the 
revolting spectacle of other than the witnesses 
required by law is an exhibition of brutality not 
less on the part of those who grant than on those 
who apply for and receive. There are thousands 
in every large city whose curiosity er depraved 
taste impels them to seek for such loathsome 
favors from the officers of justice, and the usual 
result is that executions are made’ doubly hor- 
rible—the spectacle ef the dying felon less so than 
the countenances of the leering brutes gathered 
to see him. Inthe present instance absolutely no 
one was admitted but the witnesses required by 
law and one representative of each daily paper 
in this City and Brooklyn.

California has for years been almost wanton 
in her destruction of timber land by axe and by 
fire, and now is beginning to suffer serious coense- 
quences in the shape of drought. ‘Valleys whose 
rain-fall was never below the requirements of agri- 
culture have been growing more and more sterile 
for several years, and both wheat and vines have 
failed in many portions ofthe State. Ofcourse, the 
timber interests are in no way connected with the 
agrarian, except through tne circuitous channel of 
public welfare, and only legislation can prevent a 
further laying bare of mountains whose verdure 
ultimately affeots the crops. It seems strange in 
this enlightened age that this well-known fact in 


meteorology has failed to take shape in the Legis- 


lative halls of a State so largely given to agricul- 
ture, but beyond an appeal by Archbishop ALE- 
MANY for prayers for rain no steps seem to have 
been taken by the’ otherwise energetic and 
wide-awake Californians, and the ruinous waste 
still continues. THs Tres recentiy commented 
upon a similarly | ruinous system going on in the 
Adirondacks, and urged the passage of a bill bear- 
ing directly upon the point. Measures cannot 
be too stringent which relate to the protec- 
tion of the food ‘supply, and the removal of 
forests has been proved to bea certain factor 
in the production of continuous drought and 
the entailing of famine upon districts before fertile.

as the diminution of the Brooklyn cats. 

Painful as TALMAGE must be to every culti-; 
vated cat, there is really no reason to believe 
that he has driven cats out of either Brook- 

lyn or New-York. 

It is quite possible that the elevated , rail- 
roads have produced a feeling of dissatisfac-; 
tion among our cats. When the clevated 
roads were first built the prevailing’ feline 
opinion was that they, were either.a new 
style of back fence or a new variety of tree. 
In consequence of these views the cats un- 
dertook to climb the elevated railroads in 
order to give concerts on the station plat-: 
forms and to kill the birds with which the 
railroads were assumed ‘to abound. ’ Of 
course the result was a complete disappoint- 
ment, and there is no doubt that a deep dis- 
like of the elevated roads characterizes the 
cat of the period. 

Beyond any doubt the running of trains 
on the elevated roads has interfered with the 
comfort and prosperity of cats. From the 
streets through which the elevated trainsrun 
cats have almost wholly disappeared. The rea- 
son of this is two-fold. The cat isa creature 
of delicate nerves, and cannot sleep with any 
success in localities where the constant rush 
of elevated trains and the hiss of escaping 
steam disturb her. Moreover, the trains 
have proved as unwelcome to the 
mice as they have to the cats. 
The houses on the Second, Third, 
Sixth, and Ninth avenues have been 
shaken almost entirely free from mice. No 
mouse cares to live in a house where the walls 
tremble with the vibration of passing trains 
and where it is impossible for any but the 
boldest mouse to find courage to issue from a 
hole at the very moment when a train is about 
to pass. The disappearance of the mice has, 
of course, deprived cats of food and of the 
pleasures of the chase, and hence we may 
safely assume that the elevated roads have 
had a share in diminishing the number of 
New-York cats. This, however, has no 
bearing upon the diminution of Brooklyn 
cats, and hence we must seek further for 
a cause which will explain the disappearance 
of cats from both cities. 

The building of vast quantities of very 
high houses must have been unpleasant to 
our cat population. It bas been established 
by trustworthy observers that the cat does 
not flourish at an altitude of more than 
forty-two feet from the ground. This is 
the reason why no cats are ever found on 
the roofs of our six and eight story build- 
ings. Now, the multiplication of buildings 
of this character restrict the space 
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habitable by cats, and the consequent over- 
crowding of cats on roofs not over forty- 
two feet fromthe ground may have led to

Some exceedingly ugly cases of bad treatment 
of natives at Sierra Leone by the colored agents of 
the Church Missionary Society of West Africa have 
been brought to light, and the English Government 
have inflicted punishment on the offenders. The 
Colonial Office, under whose jurisdiction cases of 
this character have been brought, have been re- 
ceiving for the last five years testimony in regard 
to some of these outrages. Threecolored mission- 
aries, among them a man and his wife, had in their 
service two native girls. For some slight fault the 
girls were tied back to back and were ordered to 


be flogged by their school comrades. Pepper was. 


rabbed into the victims’ eyes, while other cruelties 
and indigntties were inflicted which cannot be de- 
scribed. One of the girls was found next day dead 
and buried. The curious part of all this is that 


the Colonial and Foreign Office, after a com-. 


mission was sent out to determine exactly how 
the matter stood, found it exceedingly difficult to 
include the crime of these colored missionaries in 
any modern Parliament act. Fortunately, an ant!- 
quated act of Henry VIII. was found to cover the 
matter. It wasentitled ‘* An acte for punysshment 
of Pyrotes amd Robbers of the See.” As every- 
thing had to be done according to precedent, al- 


though the Commissioners. feund the working of. 


the act to be cumbrous, convietion followed. The 
man and his wife were sentenced to 20 years’ im- 
prisonment and the other man to the same term of 
years. There is no possible doubt that in their 
contact with the natives on the coast of Africa 
many crimes are committed by white men. Some 
of the persons who testified as to the conduct of 
Europeans on the Gold Coast declared that “ every 
Sierra Leone man who went to or is still at the 
Niger bought slaves, and even the missionaries 
also bought slaves, who were working for them.” 
That Africans, new converts professing Christian- 
ity, are not to have too great reliance placed in 
them, is about the upshot of all this. The English 
Consul suggests that capital punishment should be 
inflicted for crimes of this character, and thinks 
that this alone would have a deterrent effect on 
British traders and colored church missionaries.

In September, 1848, (says the Scientific 
American,) the forerunner of the clothes-wringer 
appeared in a washing-machine patent which 
claimed simply ‘“‘the combination of the conical 
rollers with the hinged platform, for the purpose 
of rubbing the clothes and squeezing the water out 
of them as herein described.” This patent expired 
in 1862, but the Commissioner, under the law as 
then existing, in 1852 gave ita seven years’ exten- 
sion, which carried it down to 1869. In 1861, how- 
ever, the holders of this patent surrendered it for 
a reissue, which restated the original claim and 
added two new ones, the more important being 
‘*tne combination and use of elastic rollers which 
shall readily yield to any inequalities of the clothes 
passing through them and thereby prevent injury,” 
&c. Here, as will be observed, the idea of elastic 
rollers came in for the first time. In 1863, only eight- 
een months later, this reissued patent was itself 
surrendered in exchange for another, which went 
further and introduced a new and broad claim, 
thus: ‘‘The application of india rubber or other 
elastic gum impervious te water, substantially in 
the manner and for the purposes described, to the 


|} rolls of machines for washing and squeezing 


clothes.” This, as will readily be seen, is a claim 
covering broadly and fully the foundation of the 
modern clothes-wringer, and if it could be sus- 
tained and had a number of years to run it would 
be worth a large fortune.

THE PHILHARMONIC SOCIETY. 

The fifth concert of this (the forty-first) sea- 
son will take place to-night at the Academy of 
Musio, the first part being in memory of Richard 
Wagner, consisting entirely of his works, and the 
second part devoted to Beethoven’s “ Symphony 
Eroica.” The public rehearsal was given yester- 
day afternoon to the customary immense audience, 
which paid the closest attention from beginning to 
end of the entertainment. There was a time, and 
that not many years ago, when Philharmonic re- 
hearsals and concerts were regarded by youthful 
and thoughtless persons of both sexes as affording 
the best opportunities for indulging in idle chatter 
among themselves, greatly to the distress of mu- 
sical devotees. Now this is allchanged. The seed 
sewn during years of patient effort has brought 
forth good fruit. Our andiences are now 
easer to learn, and are: thoughtfal and at- 
tentive during tne performance of the greatest 
works, and in no one of the musical capitals 
ot the world could a more earnest and appreciative 
assemblage be found than is to be seen in New: 
York at grand orchestral concerts like those of the 
Philharmonic Soeiety. The full orchestra wat 
present yesterday afternoon and played with suck 
smoothness and unanimity that it is well-nigh im- 
possible to imagine there shonki be any improve- 
ment in the concert to-night. The force for this 
occasion consisted of 80 stringed instruments and 
87 others divided among the wood-wind, brass, and 
drums, and included two harps. A noble volume 
of tone is produced by this impesing array, and, 
what is of equal consideration: the quality ef the 
tone is of remarkable purity and excellence, owing 
to the fact that very many of the performers are 
thoroughly well equipped, and bring to the orches- 
tra rare and valuable instruments, the eomhined 
superiority of which is a powerful factor m pro- 
ducing the effect attained. This pervading char- 
acter of the tone among the strings is partioulariy 
impressive in piano and pianissime passages, and 
lends to the music an additional charm. 
The programme, to be repeated to-night, 
opened with Wagner’s “Eine Faust Over- 
ture,” with which the public is tolerably well 
acquainted, and which loses none of its interest by 
repetition. It was played with marked spirit, and 
was followed by a powerful interpretation of 
““Wotan’s Abschied,” by Mr. Franz Remmertz, 
which was received with much applause, and the 
eoncluding number of the Wagner selections was 
then played in magnificent style by the orchestra. 
This was “Siegfried’s Death,” from “ Gétterdim- 
merang.” These three fragments were felicitously 
chosen as strixingly characteristic excerpts from 
the later works of the great composer, and were 
so well done as to call for unqualified praise. As 
tothe performance of Beethoven's “Symphony 
Eroica,” it goes without saying that it received 
full and dignified treatment by the society, as has 
been the case at many previous concerts. Where 
all was so good it is difficult to say wherein any _ 
special excellence lay, though it is certain that the 
adagio assai, the ‘Marcia Funebre” was played in 
animposing and stately manner that created a 
profound sensation, and the “Finale, Allegro Mol 
to” was a brilliant conclusion.

MR, RAFAEL JOSEFFY. 

The fourth and last of Mr. Joseffy’s concerts 
was given on Thursday night at Steinway Hall with 
the aid of an aamirable orchestra conducted by 
Mr. Theoaore Thomas. The programme was 
plaborate and interesting. beginning with the over- 
ture to Mozart's “‘ Magic Flute,” followed by 
Beethoven's piano concerto in E fiat, No. 5, two 
selections for orchestra from Schumann's ‘‘ Man- 
fred,” a group of seven piano solos as foilows:

The orches- 
tra discharged its arduous part of the programme 
with uncommon zeal and precision, and was held 
g0 wellin band by Mr. Thomas that its playing 
throughout the evening was seemingly without a 
faw. The “Invocation of the Alpenfay,” from 
Sehumann’s “Manfred,” was roccived with so much 
faver that Mr. Thomas was obliged to repeat it, an 
unusual oecurrenee at a concert of this character, 
where the solo artist generally absorbs al! the at- 
tention; but the audience last night was one of 
musical education, such as Mr. Joseffy always at- 


tracts, and was quiek te appreciate the good points 
pnd unstinted in its award of applause. In 
the performance of the Beethoven concerto 
Mr. Joseffy was hardly at his best, and 
was, for some occult reason, less interesting than 
usual. This was specially noticeable in the 
nilegro, in which he seemed somewhat constrained, 
and his touch was iess pvweriul and crisp 
than is customary with him. One is prepared to 
receive perfection at Mr. Joseffy’s hands, and 
anything less is naturally disappointing in a 
corresponding degree, albeit the performance in 
itself would receive high praise if given by 
another artist. His warmest and most dis- 
criminating admirers enjoyed him best in the 
piano solos above enumerated, in which he was 
perfectly at ease and played with the faseinating 
delicacy, brilliancy, and exquisite taste that have 
made him famous. Bargiel’s * Marcia Fantastice”’ is 
as exactly suited to Mr Joseffy as though it had been 
written for him, and was delivered in irresistible 
style, and the succeeding scberzo, which is a 
duirty little bit of ingenious writing, was charm- 
ingly played. It would be a pleasure te record 
anything geod of the Prelude et Impromptu, 
by Mr. Korbay, which followed, for in the interests 
ot art our resident composers deserve eneourage- 
ment. Mr. Korbay’s work seems like a vague, dis- 
jointed effort to give expreasion toa hazy, indefinite 
idea. Eveo Mr. Joseffy, with ali his skill, could 
_potinvest it with any beauty er interest, and 
it is not likely it will be revived. It was received 
with slight polite applause—evidently for the per- 
former. The two succeeding Chopin selections 
were felicitously chosen, and served to illustrate 
Mr. Joseffy’s talents in the happiest manner. The 
prelude in D flat was played with a calm repose 
“and exceedingly beautiful expression that was 
as grateful and soothinz as it is possible for 
piano music to be, and served weil to throw 
out in strong contrast Liszt’s **Gnomenreigen,”’ 
which followed. This characteristic composition, 
80 suggestive and descriptive, was given by Mr. 
Joseffy with marvelous rapidity and faultless ac- 
curacy, and was enjoyed to the utmost, while tne 
Liszt fantaisie on Mendeissohn’s “ Midsummer 
Night’s Dream.”’ which he has often played here 
before, aroused the audience to the highest pitch 
of enthusiasm.

AN EXCiI1ING BILLIARD CONTEST. 


JOHNSON BEATS DAVIS TWO POINTS IN A 
GAME OF 200. 

One of the closest billiard matches ever con- 
teeted in this City, and one which has excited 
mech interest in sporting eircles, was played last 
night at O’Connor’s billiard-rooms, at Broadway 
and Twenty-second-street, by C. G. Davis and 
D. C. Johnsen, two well-known amateurs. The 
sporting fraternity was largely represented, and 


ea number of professional) billiard players, including 
Vignaux, Sexton, Slosson, and Daly, were present. 
The terms of the match were 200 points up, cushion 
caroms, for $500 a side. The players are evenly 
matched and the betting was heavy. Notless than 
$15,000 changed hands on the game, and it was said 
that Johnson himself bet $7,000 on the result. 

Jobnseon won the bank, and chose the biack ball, 
but missed the first shot from the string. Davis 
followea with a miss, Johnson again failed to 
score, and Davis madeasingle point. The game 
then ran along ata see-saw until the eleventh tn- 
ning, when Davis made a run of 17 at open play, 
making his score 26 to Johnson’s 17. Johnson 
by a number of short runs caught u 
with his opponent, until at the twentiet 
inning he stood 40 to Davis’s 33. 
At the forty-second inning the game was even, 61 
to 61, and maintained about this phase until the 
seventieth, wken Davis forged ahead, turning the 
first 100 block twe points in advance of his adver- 
sary, and rapidly increasing his lead, until, at the 
eighty-sixth inning. he passed the one hundred and 
twenty-fifth button,leaying Johnson 14 points in the 
rear. Johnson seemed to lose his nerve about this 
time, while his opponent gained courage from a 
succession of lucky shots, whieh a sympathetic 
sporting gentleman pronounced “ungodly.” Davis 
turned the one hundred and fiftieth button in the 
ene hundred and third inning, with 12 points lead. 
Johneon’s stock had meanwhile sunk very low 
in the market, two to one being freely 
offered against him, but he took a tremendous 
brace, and passed Davis in half a dozen shots. At 
the one hundred and thirty-seeond inning each had 
180 points, and the excitement grew intense. The 

ame was again even at the one hundred and 
sighty-seventh button, when Johnson drew away, 
but was passed by Davis, who, at the one hun- 
dred and ninety-fifth made an atrocious scratch, 
which drew forth wild eheering from the 
pudience. He made three more in addition, but 
missed the one hundred and ninety-ninth. Johnson 
then ran the remaining five buttons by brilliant 
play. The last shot was an exciting one. Inas- 
much as the game and $7,000 of his money depend- 
ed on the shot, Johnsex carefully considered it, 
and tried a shot the whole length of the 
table.

AUDACIOUS ESCAPE FROM JAIL.

An in- 
vestigation of the cell of the woman shows that 
forthe past three weeks she has been cutting a 
hole through the wall inte an adjoining empty 
cell, the door of which opened into the corridor. 
After escaping from her ce!] she unlocked Rounds’ 
eell with the key taken from the place where it 
was kept. The corridor door was then unlocked, 
and the jailer says some unknown person must 
have done this, as the keys were different. and it 
needed a knowledge of them to render them of 
ase. The prisoners waikea out of jail unseen, and 
no clue to the direction they took isgiven. A re- 
ward will be offered for their recapture, but as 
both are smart and desperate, they may elude ar- 
rest. 

Mayor Franklin has offered a reward of 3500 for 
the arrest of the escaped prisoners Katie Judd and 
George Rounds. City Marshal Congdon has sug- 
gested to the Sheriff that inquiry pe made as to the 
whereabouts and doings of tke domestie in the 
jailer’s family on Thursday night.

TESTING ITS SOLVENCY 
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THE FIDELITY AND CASUALTY 
COMPANY’S AFFAIRS. 

JUDGE DAVIS ORDERS AN INVESTIGATION TO 
BE MADE BY A REFEREE—WHAT THE 
OFFICERS OF THE COMPANY SAY. 

Judge Noah Davis, sitting in the General 


Termin of the Supreme Court, issued yesterday an 
order appointing James MoNamee a Referee to in- 


vestigate the affairs of the Fidelity and Casualty 


Company, an organization which does a general 
accident insurance business, including plate-glass 
and steam-boiler insurance, and insures the fidelity 
of persons holding places of trust, publie or pri- 
vate. Judge Davis’s order recites that the report 
filed by the Fidelity and Casualty Company for 
the year 1882, under the rule of the General 
Term allowing iv to guarantee bonds and 
undertakings, is mot satisfactory to the 
court, and the court, deeming it important to the 
interests of the business of the couris mentioned 
in the rule that a full investigation should be made 
into the financial condition, affairs,’ business, and 
management of the company, with a view to de- 


termine whether the rule ought not to be 
revoked, appoints Mr. McNamee to make 
such an investigation. The Fidelity and 
Casualty Company was organized Marcel 20, 1876. 
Its title at first was the Knickerbocker Plate Glass 
and Accidental Insurance Company. It is said to 
be the only company doing business under what is 
known as the “ omnibus” insurance law of 1865. It 
does business in the accident, plate-giass, steam- 
boiler, fidelity, and bond branches. The Guarantee 
Company of North America once did bond business 
in the courts in a small way, but it retired from 
that branch in April, 1882. Under the present 
insurance laws no company can do_ business 
in more than one of these branches. 
When the Fidelity and. Casualty Company 
began business, on May 1, 1875, its capital was 
$100,000, and it devoted itself to plate-glass, steam- 
boiler, and accident ineurance. Soon afterward 
the Legislature granted its request to have its 
name changed to the Knickerbocker Casualty In- 
surance Company. In 1879 fidelity insurance was 
added to the company’s business, and before the 
close of that year its stockholders paid an assess- 
ment of $10,000 to prevent a deficit in its business 
of about $3,000. The following year the compa- 
ny's title was again changed, beceming the Fidelity 
and Casualty Company, its present title. ' 

The statement of the company’s condition on 
Des. 31, 1880, as filed with the State Insurance De- 
partment, shows that the company then had assets 
amounting to $171,894 52, while its liabilities, in- 
pone the paid-up capital, were $177,598 24, the 
capital having thus been impaired to the amount of 
$5,703.72. Taking into account the $10,000 paid as 
an assessment by the stockholders, the company 
had apparently lost up to 1881 over $15,000. Before 
this report was published by the State Departmenta 
committee of the company’s Directors reported that 
the stock of the concera, supposing the business 
to be closed out, was worth at least $130 for each 
share of $100, and on this committee’s recom- 
mendation $150,000 was added to the capital stock, 
taken at $115 per share. This brought inte the 
treasury & bonus of $22,500, enough to provide for 
the impairment of the eapital and leave a surplus 
of nearly $17,000. The statement of the company's 
condition on Deo. 31, 1881, which was filed with 
the State Insurance Department, showed a sur- 
plus over liabilities on that date of only $11,- 
560 16. In January, 1882, the company de- 
clared a dividend of $12,275. There is a well- 
known State law providing that corporations 
cin only pay dividends out of the surplus profits 
arising from their business. The Fidelity and Cas- 
ualty Company reported to the Insurance Depart- 
ment of Missouri on June 30, 1882, that its surplus 
of assets over liabilities, including capital, was 
$4,691 21. The following month the company paid 
to its stockholders a dividend of $7,500. The re- 
port of the eompany to the State Insurance De- 
partment of its condition on Dec. 31 last placed the 
assets at $403.635 87, including about $37,000 of un- 
collected premiums, and the liabilities were given 
as $388,872 26, including capital, thus leaving a 
surplus of $14,763 61. A dividend of $10,000 was 
declared on Jan. 10 of the present yéar. 
The report of Dec. 31 last gave the out- 
stauding risks of the company as_ $5.,702,- 
750 35 in the fidelity branch of its business, 
$1,429,875 65 in the plate-glass branch, $3,001,557 in 
the steam boiler branch, and $16,216,564 in the acai- 
dent branch, making a total of $26,350,747 risks out- 
standing, the company’s capital being $250,000. 
The amount for which the company has gone se- 
curity on bonds is suppored to be included in the 
risks in the fidelity branch. 

In 1881 the Judges of the Supreme Court, General 
Term, adopted a rule approving of the Fidelity 
and Casualty Company as security on any bond or 
undertaking in any suit or action in that court, or 
in any proceeding, except in criminal cases, in 
which such bonds or undertakings were provided 
for by law, and authorizing the company to be ac- 
cepted as such security. The rule also provided 
that a sworn statement ef the financial con- 
dition of the company sheuld be made to 
the court each year by the _ Secretary. 
This rule was made on the application of the offi- 
cers of the company and on the report of George 
W. Parsons, who was appointed by the court as a 
Referee to examine the company’s affairs. The re- 
port was in the company’s favor, and was based 
on evidence taken by the Referee, among 
the more important of which was an affi- 
aqavit sworn to by President William M. 
Richards on Oct. 14, 1881. In this affidavit 
the President said: *‘The present capital of the 
company is $250,000, all of which is invested in 
United States bends. The company had on the Ist 
of October, instant, a surplus of $99,823 89 over and 
above ail its liabilities, ‘The surplus is not Jess than 
that amount atthe present time. Al! unadjusted 
losses, expenses, and liabilities of all kinds against 
the company amount, as estimated by the ofticers, 
to $23,007 51. The business of the company bas 
been and is prosperous, and is growing very 
rapidly.” The company has on d@gposit with the 
State Insurance Department $100,000. Under the 
rule of the court the Fidelity and Casualty Com- 

any has been aecepted as sole surety on many 

onds given by Administrators of estates, guard- 
jans, and others in the Surrogate’s Ceurt, and 
on other bonds in the Supreme Court. Its 
surety has been accepted, it is said, on bonds in 
the Surrogate’s Court ranging from $10,000 up to 
$100,000. No restriction is placed by law on the 
amount fidelity or casualty insurance companies 
may assume on any single risk, although fire insu- 
rance companies ere forbidden totake any single 
risk amounting to more than 10 per cent. of their 
capital. 

Judge Noah Davis said lastinight that there was 
no personal application for an investigation, but 
it had been ordered by the court itself. The inves- 
tigation was not to injure the company, but to 
learn whether it was safe to let it go on becoming 
security in court cases. The last statement of the 
company did not seem to give the details 
of the liabilities, and the court was not 
satisfied with it. Judge Davis hoped an investiga- 
tion would show that the company was ‘safe and 
responsible, but if it should prove otherwise its 
operations would, of eourse, have to be stopped. 
Judge Davis said there had been an intima- 
tion that the dividends were paid out 
of the capital instead of the earnings, 
The company was responsible for large amounts 
in the Surrogate’s and the Supreme Courts, and as 
Judge Davis said before, enough was not seen in 
the anmual report to warrant him and his 
associates in continuing to take bonds from it. 
The other company doing business in the same 
way had applied te the eourt to have the order ac- 
cepting the bonds reyoked. 

“ There is no discrepancy between the statement 
which our company has made to the court and the 
statement made to the State Superintendent,” 
said Mr. John M. Crane, the Secretary, “ which 
cannot be readily and simply explained. The 
amount of our assets, as stated to the court, and 
as printed in our published statement, is 
$413,976 56. The amount given in our state- 
ment to the State Superintendent of Insurance 
is $403,635 87. Now there isan apparent discrep- 
ancy of $10,340 69 between the two amounts. This 
amount includes bilis receivable, ledger balances, 
the value of our furniture, and our ‘salvage prop- 
erty.’ This term is applied to broken plate- 
glass. Of our premiums in the course of collec- 
tion, the State Superintendent refuses to recognize 
as assets about $2,562, and yet these same assets 
would be available in other States. This sum, 
with the articles I have previously enumerated, 
make up the sum of $10,240 69, which the State 
Superintendent does not recognize as assets. Our 
printed statement of the condition of the com- 
pany isan abstract of a careful report made by a 
committee comprising Mr. George T. Hope, Chair- 
man; Mr. J. 8. T. Stranahan, and Mr. H. A, Hurl- 
but. It isnot calculated to mislead or to deceive 
the public. Take the report as made to the State 
Superintendent. It shows asurplus to the stock- 
holders of $14,763 61, and_a surplus to the policy 
holders of $264,763 61. This last named sum in- 
cludes the cash capital of $250,000. Now, if you 
add to this sum the assets not recognized by the 
State Superintendent, amounting to $10,340 69, yeu 
have the sum given in our published statement as 
being the surplus to the policy-holders—$275,104 30. 

* We shall be only too glad,” seid Mr. William 
M. Richards, the President of the company, last 
evening, ‘te afford every facility to Mr. McNamee 
te investigate our affairs. There are only two 
classes whe could be interested in our company— 
the steckbolders or arival company. Our stovk- 
holders, I am convinced, have no  com- 
plaints te make, and the inference is that 
the complaints against the company ema- 
note from a rival souree. So far as the charge is 
concerned that eur capital is, or has been, im- 
paired, it is not se, and evenif it were in 1880, as 
charged, the amount of the impairment alleged is 
less than 10 per cent., while we are allowed by 
law to impair our capital to the extent ef 20 per 
cent. We did increase our capital stock from 
$109.000 to $250,000, and we did so in a way that 
made it a fair transaction for all the stockholders. 
So we fixed the price of the increased 
number of shares. at $115. By this 
means we made those who desired our stock 
pay the increased price, while those who already 
held stock as an investment, and did not want any 
more shares, did not suffer by the change.” His 
company, he said, bad a rival in the Guarantee 
Company of North America, a Canadian concern, 
with which his company had had trouble, and 
against which the Fidelity and Casualty Company 
propeses to bring a suit for breach of contract. 
The Guarantee Company, Mr. Richards said. had 
been circulating stories similar to those embodied 
in the charges made to the court for the purpose 
ot gaining business.

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ON ’CHANGE AT CHICAGO. 


THE MARKETS IRREGULAR AND NOT ESPE- 
CIALLY ACTIVE. 


CnicaGo, March 9.—The leading produce 
markets were irregular to-day, with only a moder- 
ate amount of trading. Grain was weak, as a con- 
sequence of fine weather and an increasing move- 
ment from first bands, but stiffened a little late in 
the session, when a shifting of the barometric 
needle on "Change led some operators to think that 
Wiggins’s storm might be brewing afterall. Pro- 
visions were perversely stronger, with light re- 
ceipts of hogs and a fair export demand for proa- 
uct, but speculative buyers were not active at the 
advance. The visible supply of grain seems to be 


increasing at a rate which many regard as fatal to 
higher prices. Private advices from Europe quoted 
corn as weak under forced sales,and said there 
Was ne chance of an improvement in grain quota- 
tions unless the receipts should fall off on this side 
of the Atlantic. 

Provisions were slow and strong. Pork and lard 
advanced 5 cents and meats 7% to 10 cents from 
the Jatest prices of Thursday, and ail closed firm at 
thetop. The latest May prices on "Change were 
$18 473% for pork, $11 5244 bid for lard, and $9 97% 
for short ribs. There was little change in the tone 
of foreign advices, and the local hog market was 
easier, but witb only a small supply. Product 
eased off a little early in the day in sympathy with 
grain, but there were no sellers at reduced prices, 
and what demand there was could only be fillea at 
higber figures. The market looked us if it weuld 
bave ranged materially higher, but for the weak- 
ness in cereals, the latter rather restricting the 
demand than making belders anxious. Paekers 
reported afair inquiry by shippers, with some ex- 
pert orders for meats. 

Wheat was rather quiet and quite weak, declin- 
ing 1 cent and closing % cent below the latest 
prices of Thursday, at $1 08 for Marck and $1 1314 
asked for May. The public telegrams quoted a 3d. 
per quarter advance in London. but private ad- 
vices were of a contrary tenor, and the report of 
our visible supply showed an increase of 823,000 
bushels during lost week, with about 7,000,000 
bushels more in sight than a year ago, 
while fine weather promised larger receipts for 
the near future. The immediate cause ef weak- 
ness was, however, the report from New-York that 
four boat-loads of wheat had been discovered to 
be in a damaged condition. It was feared by some 
that this might make wheat-holders unwilling to 
carry It longer,in which case the large offerings 
would weaken the market, but no long wheat 
eame out here nor on the sea-board, as far as re- 
ported, and toward 1 9’clock the persons who had 
sold eariy in the day concluded they had been 
more frightened than hurt There was also some 
disposition to invest at the decline, and some buy- 
ing orders came here from the sea-board. ‘he 
news from the country was mostly bearish, so far 
as good crop prospects tend to depress prices. 
Car lots were tame, and declined about 4cent in 
sympathy with futures. On the afterneon call the 
market was firmer at $1 13% for May. 

Corn was rather active and mostly weak, declin- 
ing 34 cent, but rallied, and closed only a shade 
below the latest price of Thursday, at 5774 cents for 
March and 62144 vents bid for May. London report- 
ed a decline of 3d. per quarter. Our receipts 
showed a considerable gain in the percentage of 
contract grades, and St. Louis was reported to 
have received 170 sar-loads of No. 2, while wheat 
was weak, and the visible supply of corn was said 
to have increased 2,100,000 bushels during last week. 
There is some talk that the latter figures exceeded 
the truth, but it is generally agreed that the 
offerings were likely to exceed the demand, and 
folks seanued a little more closely than usual 
the price difference between No. 2 for May and the 
lower grades spot, thinking it too great to be sus- 
tained onaliberal movement from first hands. 
The demand improved during the last hour, there 
being several outside orders. The longer futures 
were the weakest, June sinking to 4 cent dis- 
count. For May the shipping demand was slack, 
and rejected fell off 14 cent, while there was little 
change in other grades. On the afternoon call the 
market was firmer at 6234 cents fer May. 

The principal selling of wheat yesterday was 
done by one firm. They sold about 800,000 bushels 
for May. The visible supply of wheat in this coun- 
try is stated to be about 7,000,000 bushels more 
than it wasayearago. The fact might have been 
expected as a result of hard roadsin the country, 
whieh permitted first holders to market their wheat 
more freely than usual. It simply means so much 
more gone out of farmers’ handsand so much less 
remaining behind.

PATIENTS SAID TO BE CRUELLY TREATED BY 
THE ATTENDANTS. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., March 9.—A story more 
startling than any previously related was reported 
to-day before the Legislative committee investi- 
gating the Dixmont Insane Asylum. The witness 
was R. B. Parks, a former attendant. After re- 
lating the eircumstances of the arrival at the asy- 
lum of J. W. Carroll,a patient, Mr. Parks said 
that shortly after his arrival he took some medicine 
to Carroll's room. Carrell refused to take it, and 


was either knocked or kicked down by Attendant 
Harper, and Carroll had part of his beard plucked 
out. Continuing, the witness said, in sub- 
stance: “I don’t’ remember that Carroll re- 
sisted any one; his condition for several days 
was bad; he seemed to be crippled. Carroll 
complained to me about being abused. There was 
a former investigation of Carroll’s charges at which 
Itestified and exonerated the hospital managers 
in every respect, but I did not give the true 
state of the case. On one occasion a 
patient named Charles Inman threatened to knock 
my head eff witha broom. I tried to take it from 
him, but he caught me by the throat, In endeavor- 
ing to reach his throat he caught my thumb in 
his mouth, and a dinizg-room man named 
Black and several others came in and Inman was 
knocked down, and Black kicked him so severely 
that I told himto stop. Inman was taken to Ward 
No. 8 The next day I went into Ward No. 8 and 
the attendants asked to see my thumb. I showed 
it to them, when John Harper. went 
up to Inman and knocked him down. MeConnel, 
I think it was, kicked him a number of times. One 
time I went into the bath-room of ward No. 8 and 
found Harper, McConneil, and others in a 
fight with Joseph Waddell, a patient. They 
knocked ,him down several times and kicked 
him and swore they would make him give .up. 
This case was never reported, ana hadit been 
the attendants would have been discharged. I 
have seén Harper strike patients with his 
bunch of keys. I considered him a very 
cruel man.” Continuing, the witness said he had 
been employed at the West Pennsylvania Hospital 
until Saturday last, when he went down to Dix- 
mont, at the advice of Mr. Chess, to see Dr. 
Wiley, as it was thought he would be a valu- 
able witness for the asylum. Witness told Dr. 
Wiley what he would have to tell and said 
he did not wish to appear before the committee; 
he also told Dr. Wiley that he had better go away 
for atime, andthe Doctor thought it was advisa- 
ble to do so. Parks then went to Cincinnati, 
Dr. Wiley furnishing him with $120 to pay 
his fare. He also ehanved his name 
to P. Bask, and on his arrival w.o’eto Dr. Wiley 
and telegraphed for more money and $30 was sent 
by atelegraphic monéy order signed *“*W.” Dr. 
Wiley was to furnish Parks with employment, but 
did not do so. 

Several telegrams from Pittsburg to Parks, alias 
Bask, and signed * W.,”’ were offered in evidence 
by Major Walker. Parks said he believed a!) these 
telegrams were sent by Dr. Wiley. The testimony 
of Mr. Parks caused a devided sensation. 
In the afternoon a strong effort was made to prove 
that his statement was false. Harper, the at- 
tendant referred to, was recalied and flatly 
denied all Parks’s statements. Dr. Wiley 
was also called. He testified that he never 
knew of any cruelty to _ patients. He 
admitted that he had given Parks money to goto 
Cincinnati, but denied that it was for the purpose 
of getting him out ef the way. The advance of 
the money was a persona! matter entirely.

MANAGING THE RAILROADS 


DENYING THE RUMORS OF RATE 
CUTTING ON GRAIN. 

THE ONLY BASIS FOR A REPORT OF A CON- 
CESSION BY THE ERIE ROAD TO A PROM- 
INENT GRAIN FIRM OF THIS CITY. 

A dispatch from Chicago, published in the 
City papers yesterday, announces that the com- 
peting shippers and lines of that city complain 
that David Dows & Co., of this City, have been 
given a special rate on grain over the Erie 
Road. This dispatch was only a renewal of the 
rumors that have been rife in the West for several 
days and in which there is no truth whatever. Mr. 
Edward Foley, Assistant General Passenger Agent 
of the Erie Road. emphatically denied that there 


was any truth in the allegation, and said that neith- 
er David Dows & Co. nor any other shipper re- 
ceived any coneessions in freight over their road 
so farasheknew. “If there bave been any con- 
cessions to David Dows & Co., or any one else, the 
grain receipts wil! show it,’’ hesaid. A boy brought 
him the grain receipte for the day, which showed 
222 cars by the New-York Central. 95 cars by the 
Erie, and 44 by the Pennsylvavia Road. “If the 
Erie Road is allowing a rebate or making special 
rates, the receipts ought to show a percentage in 
our favor, ought they not? Those receipts don’t 
scem to do anything of that kind, so far as I can 
see.” The story was 80 freely circulated on 
*Change in Chicage and in the newspapers of that 
city two or three weeks age that the Trunk Line 
Cummission made an investigation which fully 
exonerated the Erie Koad and_ satisfied their 
competitors that no underhanded work was 
being done by that company. During the 12 
days preceding yesterday, David Dows & Co. re- 
ceived 132 ears ef grain—a small amount for that 
house in the length of time stated. This crain did 
not all come by the Erie Road. but in part by the 
Central and Pennsylvania Roads. Representatives 
of the trunk Jines yesterday expressed themselves 
as certain that the rumors are part of a plan by 
shippers to force the trunk lines to break freight 
rates. This attempt has fallen flat because, under 
the existing pooling arrangement, any attempt to 
cut rates could only result in an immediate dis- 
covery of the plan. If any such rumor, should 
seem to be founded in fact, the Commissioner at 
Chicago has full power to send any consignment 
of freight by any route other than that over which 
it may be ordered shipped. A shipment under 
such circumstances would of course cause the con- 
signee or rang oo to complain and at once reveal 
any collusion between those parties and the offend- 
ing railroad company. 

The facts which gave rise to these rumors are 
that a week or so before the floods ia the West a 
member of the firm of David Dows & Co. was vis- 
iting in the West and made large purchases of corn 
which was ‘‘off grade,” thinking he could dispose 
of the corn to advantage and believing that the 
market price would rise in consequence of a posst- 
ble scarcity of corn in the market consequent upon 
the floods, which seemed to him impending. His 
foresight was proved by the fact that during the 
continuance of the flood his corn did rise 6 cents 
per bushel. As it was “off grade” corn, a special 
rate was made by the Trunk Line Commissioner 
forits shipment east. Thisrate was conceded by 
the trunk line representatives at their meeting a 
week ago last Thursday to have been acorreoct and 
just one. From this fact grew all the stories in 
referesce to concessions made to David Dows & 
Co., and which have been bandied about asa 
means of brow-bsating the agents of the railroad 
lines out of Chieago into cutting rates. 


NEW PHASE OF A RAILWAY FIGHT. 
HARTFORD AND HARLEM RAILROAD MAT- 
TERS—TALK ABOUT CONSOLIDATION, 
Hartrorp, March 9.—A new phase of tke 
Hartford and Harlem Railroad matter came before 
the Railroad Commissioners to-aay. The corpo- 
rators of the proposed road ask for an approval of 
their lay-out in sections, as. for example, they 
want the Commissioners to approve a piece of 
road about eight miles long, between Newington 
and Meriden, and another plece in the vicinity of 
Norwalk. Ex-Gov. Hubbard appeared in opposi- 


tion to this plan, urging that the whole lay- 
out should be put in, otherwise property 
rights adjoining sectional lay-outs would be 
er without a hearing. Simeon E. 

aldwin, on the other side, claimed there 
were precedents for the proposed action. The 
Commissioners decided to keep the matter open 
till Tuesday, the 20th, to hear what counsel for the 
New-York Air Line corporation might have to say. 
Mr. Woodruff, Chairman of the Commissioners. 
said the proposition presented by Gov. Hubbard 
bad never been argued jin any previous hearing, 
and the Commissioners would like to have all the 
light they could give on the subject. Mr. Brown, 
of New-York, was present at the hearing to-day 
and had the proxies of Mr. Francklyn. Besides 
this complication the Hartford and Harlem and 
the proposed New-York Air Line are in the courts 
upon injunction proceedings. 

Some days ago it was said in these dispatches 
that the bill reported by the Railroad Committee 
authorizing consolidation by the Hertford and 
Harlem was im the nature of the special act under 
the name of an amendment to the general rail- 
road law, though the committee disclaimed any 
intention of permitting consolidation with. the 
New-York and New-England or any other road, 
excepting such portion of the through line as might 
be in New-York State. Counsel on both sides have 
since agreed that the terms of the bill in 
regard to a eonsolidation with the New-York 
and New-England were ambiguous, and if the bill 
should pass in the shape reported it might lead to 
extensive litigation. There was another point in 
the bill which confined consolidation to roads to 
be built, and this was wholly unexpected, as coun- 
sel for the New-York and Hariem had agreed to an 
amendment to the general law which should per- 
mit consolidation by roads already built. To-day 
Mr. Simonds, Chairman of the Railroad Commit- 
tee, reported for the committee an amendment 
that reads at present operating may have the same 
privilege In making consolidation as the Hartford 
and Harlem or any other road hereafter to be cen- 
structed. This amendment is considered satisfac- 
tory to all parties. Other features of the bill 
may raise debatable questions.

VARIOUS RAILROAD SUBJECTS. 

The probabilities are that no meeting of the 
Passenger Department of the Joint Executive 
Committee of the trunk lines ard Western roads 
will be held in this City on March 15. Commis- 
sioner Fink is still confined to his house by a rbeu- 
matic attack, which is of so serious a character as 
to preelude the possibility of his being able to be 
present at such a meeting should one be called. 
When it first became apparent that Mr. Fink would 


not be able to attend to the management of both 
the freight and passenger pools, he announced 
his intention of abandoning the manage- 
ment ot tbe latter, and the passenger 
agents agreed upon Henry W. Gwinner as his suc- 
cessor. Mr. Gwinner, who was formerly the Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, is now Presideat of the National Railway 
Publication Company, at No. 46 Bond-street. Mr. 
Gwinner deelined the position, owing to his un- 


| willingness to sever his connection with the publi- 


cation company. No one has yet been decided 
upon as Mr. Fink’s successor in case Mr. Fink de- 
cides that he eannot continue as manager of the 
passenger pool. The only person prominently 
mentioned in connection with the position is Mr. 
S. F. Pierson, late Commissioner of ths Celorado

‘i On March 15 tickets will be placed on sale by all 
the trunk lines from this City to San Francisco by 
way ef New-Orleans and the Southern Pacific. 
Limited tickets by this route will be sold at the 
same rate as by way of Kansas City or Omaha— 
$130 10. : 

The rates between Eastern cities and San Fraz- 
cisco, on the occasion of the triennial conclave of 
the Knights Templar, have been fully agreed upon 
by the trunk lines and their connecting roads. The 
fare from this City forthe round trip for Knights 
and their ladies {s fixed at $117. From Boston the 
fare will be $120, and from Philadeiphia, $115. Cor- 
respondingly reduced rates have been prepared for 
all the principal cities in the country from whieh 
delegations to the conclave are anticipated, The 
great concessions from the tariff rates are made 
by the roads west of the Mississippi River, whieh 
are anticipating a large amount of travel as a re- 
sult of the conclave, and which will put out an ex- 
tensive system of excursion tickets at that time in 
order to induce travel. 

President Samuel Sioan, of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western Road, with his Division Super- 
intendents, returned yesterday from a trip over 
the Western extension. Arrangements were in 
part perfected for the epening of throuch passen- 
ger travel, which will begin about the Ist of nert 
month. The necessary equipment for passenger 
trains is now completed, and the opening of the 
Sorizg business is all that is necessary to open the 
line to the public. 

The delay in the transportation of freights from 
the West during the prevalence of the floods has 
resulted in an unprecedented demand from West- 


| ern shippers for transportatien aecommodations. 


All the trunk lines are being pressed to their ut- 
most carrying capacity. The eall for oars from 
the West cannot be complied with by the trunk 
lines, and all cars that can be borrowed from local 
lines are being pressed iato use. On Thursday the 
Erie Road sent 200 cars from Buffalo to Toledo to 
receive grain shipped over the Kansas Southera 
Road for this City, and which hae been delayed for 
some days beeause of an inability to find means of 
transshipment.

NO DRY LAND FOR FORTY MILES. 


TERRIBLE SCENES AT HELENA—THE WATER 
REPORTED TO BE FALLING. 

HELENA, Ark., March 9.—The river has been 
stationary since yesterday, with 46 feet 11 inches 
on the gauge. It wasstationary at Madison yes- 
terday, and is probably falling to-day. A decline 
is confidently expected here by Sunday. Work on 
the levee is still going forward. The people of 
this vicinity have confidence in their seourity fully 
restored. The country below is entirely sub- 
merged, the water in many places pouring over 
the levees back into the river. The reports from 
Austin, Clarksdale,and Friar’s Point are of the 


most discouraging character. Notasingle house 
inany of the places named escaped the deluge. 
To-day is clear and calm. 


St. Louis, March 9.—A Globe-Democrat 
correspondent who reached Helena yesterday 
from Memphis by the steamer Chouteau gives the 
following view of the situation along the river 
bank: “There are not more than two or three 
spots of ground between Memphis and this point. 
Scores ef the best farms in Arkansasand Missis- 
sippi are completely ruined and most of them are 
abandoned, the owners and laborers having fled to 
higher ground. In many places the cattie are 
standing in water which overflows the platforms, 
and almost every gin-house is filled with colored 
people. At Harbut’s Landing there were 18 negroes 
in two boats moered to a tree on the flooded bank 
waiting for a steam-boat to take them away. 
There is nota foet of dry land ‘in 40 miles. Skiff 
loads of colored people with their household goods 
are to be seen at various points seeking 
for ground to rest on. At Sterling colored 
people, horses, and cattle are indisoriminate- 
ly huddled in the upper story of the 
only store there. Most of the fences and 
houses along the bank are still intact, though many 
have floated away. At Star Landing the dwellings 
are full of cattle and the gin-houses are iull of 
negroes. Itisprobable that there will be a big 
rise below here, as the flow of water from the St. 
Francis River is undiminished.” 

Capt. Thorwegan, of the steamer Choutean, 
thinks there is unprecedentedly high water be- 
tween Vicksburg ana New-Orleans on account of 
the closing of the Bonnet Carre Crevasse. The 
bridge and trestle over Cassados Lake, on the 
Iron Mountain Road, one mile weet of here, was 
discovered to be afloat last night fromthe back 
water coming up from the break in the levee be- 
low here. This will cut Helena off from railroad 
communication, as railroad men say it will be im- 
possible to get trains out until the water subsides 


NEW-ORLEANS, March 9.—A special dis- 
patch to the Picayune from Greenville, Miss., says: 
“The levees of Bolivar, Washington, and Issaquena 
Counties are now undergoing a severe strain, but 
as yet only one break has occurred, that at Eliis- 
lee, in lower Issaquena. The water here is still 
rising an inen per day, and it is now about a foot 
below the flood of 1882. If the fine weather con- 
tinues the town will escape any serious disaster. 
The only point of danger in Washington County is 
at Glenora, The main resources and the efforts of 
the board have been concentrated upen the Boli- 
var,County front.” 

A special dispatch to the 7imes-Democrat from 
Helena, Ark., says: *‘Tbe river commenced falling 
this evening. The trains have stopped running on 
the Crowley Ridge branch of the St. Bouis, Iron 
Mountain, and Southern Railroad, owing to the 
unpreeedented rise in L’Anguille River. The St. 
Franeis River is falling slowly and the L’Anguille 
River remains statienary. The weather is clear 


and calm.”

POSTMASTER APPLEGATE REMOVED. 

FREEHOLD, N. J., March 9,—Gen. Grant, in 
his first term as President, appointed Col. Edwin 
F._ Applegate, editor of the Monmouth Jnqutrer, 
Postmaster of this, the county seat of Monmouth, 
and up to this date Col. Applegate has performed 
the functions of that office. In June last Col. 
Applegate was a candidate for reappointment. At 
Washington he was confronted with a copy of a 


circular reflecting upon his moral eharacter, whieh 
had been filed at Washington. One clause of the 
cireular asserted that the Postmaster’s “criminal 
intercourse with women of loose character was 
notorious.”” As Col. Applegate was informed that 
such charges affecting his moral character would 
furnish grounds against his selection for the office 
he oceupied, and against his continuance therein, 
he investigated the matter and discovered his 
calumniator to be Charles P. Fleming, whom Col. 
Applegate succeeded as Postmaster. The accused 
Postmaster went before the Grand Jury and had 
ex-Postmaster Fieming indieted for criminal libel. 
Efforts were made by the friends of Col. Applegate 
and Mr. Fleming to settle the case out of the courts, 
but the accused Postmaster determined to prosecute 
the case. Ex-Postmaster Fleming’s trial came off 
at this term of court after several postponements, 
and resulted in his ee The evidence, 
which is unfit for publication, was copied 
by Col. Applegate’s enemies and sent to Presi- 
dent Arthur, and the result is that Martin 
L. Farrington, a stanch friend of ex-Postmaster 
Fleming, to-day received his commission as Post- 
master, and Col. Applegate goes out.

MR ROOSEVELT EXPLODES A 
BOMBSHELL IN THE ASSEMBLY. 
AIS RESIGNATION FROM THE COMMITTEE ON 
CONTESTED ELECTIONS—REASONS GIVEN 

IN A VIGOROUS SPEECH. 

ALBany, March 9.—Mr. Roosevelt, of New- 
York, exploded a bombshell in the Assembly this 
morning by rising to a question of priviloge and 
tendering his resignation as a member of the Com- 
mittee on Contested Elections.

Mr. Speaker, the shameless partisan- 
ship and gross disregard of all right and reason 
shown by the Democratic majority last night in re-

“It has become manifest to me that the Commit- 
tee on Privilezes and Elections is ef as little im- 
portance as any committee of this House, for the 

jority have clearly shown you that they do not 

Intend to pay the faintest attention to reason, 
‘Justice, or right, but propose to decide strictly ao- 
vording to their own narrow prejudices. If such is 
the determination that has veen arrived at, it seems 
to me worse than useless that I should waste 
my time by sitting upon a committee whose 
sonclusions receive absolutely no attention. It is 
t as if the committee itself had decided that 
es of party should be shown within itself. A 
majority of the Democratic members of that com- 
mittee decided in favor of the contestant, and yet 
a majority of this House, by a vote within their 
own ranks of 6 to 1, decided that they will seat 
the man not lawfully elected to his place. 
This case has attracted considerable attention in 
New-York, and almost every fair-minded man 
has upon the evidence made up his mind how he 
should vote upon it. Almost the entire press of 
New-York have given utterance to a favorable 
opinion concerning Mr. Sprague. There was one 
exception, the New-York Worid, a losal, stock job- 
bing sheet of limited circulation, voluble scurrility, 
ahd versatile mendacity, and eaited by a rancorous 
kleptomaniac with a decided propensity for steal- 
Ing trousers. That is the sole sheet, with the ex- 
ception of the obscure organ of Tammany Hall, 
that nas favored the retention of Mr. Bliss. 
“ T realize perfectly well that in the light of the 
pest history of any party as regards contested 
elections that on that ground alone I would not be 
right in taunting the Democratic Party, but I wish 
“to tell them this: Webhad done wrong, and our 
own members—men who more that any others I 
claim to represent—said that our party should go 
out hoping and indulging, as it proved, in the faint 
hope that the incoming Democracy would learn 
some lesson from the fate of its predecessor ‘in 
wer, aud would act with an approximation to 
ustice. They have now seen the utter 
utility of it. They learn that no good thing 
will) come out of Nazareth; that it is use-

future effect upon itself—when such hes been 
clearly shown to be the case, 1 for one do not pro- 
pose any longer to put myself in the ridiculous 
position of being on a committee whose concla- 
Bions the majority of this House will accept if they 
happen to be in accordance with their own preju- 
diees, and wkose cenciusions they will absolutely 
reject in the race of the most overwhelming evi- 
dence if they happen te be contrary to their own 
prejudices and contrary to what they, in their 
sirort-sighted yan 4 think to be to their own 
interests. The gentleman from Herkimer (Mr. 
Smith) said last night that this being the highest 
court in the land, could receive any evidence, and 
he ought also to have added that this being the 
most senseless court in the land, would re- 
ject allevidence, for that was the only thing ne- 
ceasary to complete and round out his speech. 

“One argument made last nigit was that be- 
cause Mr. Tilden had not been seated— 
because Congress had upon one occasion declined 
to seat a Democrat who was rightfully elected, 
therefore we in our turn sheuld do wrong. 
That there has been legitimate ground for com- 
plaint against the party of which I am a represent- 
ative, I will not deny. For the 12 ord4 Demo- 
cratic members who voted in favor of Mr. Sprague 
last night | have and shall always have a very sin- 
vere respect. They acted against the majority of 
their party: they acted as honest and manly men. 
But exactly as 10 men could have saved the 
‘cities of the plains,’ so these 12 men will 
not save the Sodom and Gomorrah of the De- 
moeracy. Tbe smal! leaven of righteousness that 
is within it will not be able to leaven the whole 
sodden jump of the Democracy. There area few 
-ef the members of the Democracy who do at times, 
atany rate, pay attention to reason and justice, 
but with the rank and file of that party as it is con- 
stituted, Ido not think much can ever be hoped 
for. Wehave seen them in power in time past. 
You can run down the roll from Polk, the menda- 
cious, through Pierce, tne Copperhead, to Bu- 
chanan, who faced both ways. You can follow the 
record of their party from its inception down to 
this time. You can take their action in Congress 
when they had the majority and when it 
was only owing to the firmness of a Rerub- 
lican President and the use of his veto 
power that we were saved from financial dis- 
grace and rnin. You can go on and take their 
record as it is in this State. You can take the 
record made by their party now in this House; the 
shameless partisanship they have displayed; the 
avidity they have shown for getting control of 
even the smallest offices; the way they have. en- 
deavored to legislate Kepublicans out of office and 
put their own members in, and finally, their action 
last night, when against the vote of the majority

**But does any man here think that having 
gotten rid of their own party because it erred in 
small things, they will now continue to act with 
the Demoeracy because it errs in large things? 
Do youthink because having committed smailer 
errors in the past we were removed from 
power, that you will be kept in power 
for having committed faults so erave 
that only the Democratic imagination would 
be so blindly foolish as to conceive them? If you 
flo so think you are very much mistaken. Wehave 
hiways bad to thank heaven that our opponent was 
the Democracy, for whenever we have committed 
& blunder they have capped it by committing two. 
We haveerred in time past. A healthy popular 
sentiment put us out of power. You then proceed 
to vindicate yeur claims to the position 
by outraging that healthy popular seatiment 
far more seriously than we have ever done. | had 
some expectation that possibly this so-called ‘* re- 
form Democracy” might do slightly better than its 
predecessors had done. How utterly futile that 
expectation was the events of last night—tbe events 
of the past'two months of this session—have clear- 
ly demonstrated. No man who hopes for a de- 
cided betterment in the public affairs of the Nation 
will ever in the future have any cause to beliere that 
the Democracy will give him the betterment that 
he wishes. It may be that you will have to have

In the course of his speech Mr. Roosevelt was 
interrupted by Farmer Brooks, with the denial 
that his own speech of last night was caleuiated to 
arouse partisan feeling. Mr. Roosevelt very biunt- 
ly told him that that was exactly the tenor of his 
remarks, and that it was useless to attempt to 


deny it. The Farmer bit his lip, but refrained 
from entering inte any controversy, in which he 
cou!d enly have been worsted. 

Mr. Howe, Republiean, indorsed the course taken 
by Mr. Roosevelt, in view of the utter contempt 
shown by the Democratic majority for the com- 
mittee. He forcibly called attention to the dis- 
graceful conduct of the counsel for Mr. Bliss upon 
the floor while the ease was under consideration 
by the House. 

Mr. Erwin, Republican, ef St. Lawrence, and a 
member of the Contested Elections Committee, re- 
gretted that Mr. Roosevelt should take such a 
coarse. He did not believe that gentleman ought 
to leave the committee in the midst of their labors. 
There were the cases of other Republicans te be 
considered by the committee. ‘The cases referred 
to by Mr. Erwin were those of Messrs. Derrick, 
of Rensselaer, and D. Lindsay, of Kings, neither of 
whom could bring themselves to yote yea or nay 
en Mr. Spragte’s case. 

Mr. Roosevelt denied that his position on the 
committee had anything to do with supporting the 
other Republicans whose cases were betore the 
committee. He had decided om Mr. Sprague's 
case solely upon its merits, the same as he should 
the cases of any other members, Demecratic or 
Republican. 

Major Farrar, Republican. of Syracuse, concurred 
with Mr. Erwin’s views of Mr. Roosevelt's propo- 
sition. He thought that the time had arrived 
when the minority in the House should staud up 
for their rights. He had observed that every time 
a Democrat had raised the party war-whoop the 
Democrats to a man almost had rallied in support 
of their partisan schemes. The Democrat who 
dallied in the estimation of his associates 
was a lageard and he who doubted was 
damned, The speaker characterized the act 
of the Democratic majority last ‘night 
as contemptible. He took up the history of the 
Democratic Party and showed how on every ques- 
tion of vital importance to the country it had 
been wrong, first, last, and allthetime. It had 
lost the confidence of all honest men, and the 
latest act of its representatives on the floor of this 
House was only corroborative evidence of its in- 
capacity to deal honestly and justly with any 
oa aa that might be preserted to the party asa 
whole. 

Speaker Chapin, who realized that his party was 
receiving a lashing which it was ill able to bear, 
sent his messenger downto Mr. Keyes, and that 
gentleman, after rising to defend his party, moved 
the previous question and cut off further debate. 
Mr. Rooseyelt’s motion was carried, an@ a motion 
to accept his resignation was overridden by the 
Democrats. Mr. Koosevelt, however, has declared 
that be will not doanother stroke of work with 
the committee, of which he will continue to re- 
main nominally a member.

DIVIDING UP THE STATE. 
THE ASSEMBLY REAPPORTIONMENT COMMIT- 
TEE REPORTS THE DE WITT BILL 

ALBANY, March 9.—The Assembly Reap- 
portionment Committee reported the De Witt bill, 
which was made a special order for Thursday 
next. Mr. Howe, Republican, of New-York, said 
of it that while it was not the best bill that could be 
presented, it was, on the whole, as fair as the Re- 
publicans could possibly expeet. Mr. De Witt. who 
has been disposed to draw upa bill which should 


invite as little criticism as possible from the 
Republicans finally agreed to accede to Mr. Howe’s 
demand that a fair fighting distriet for the Repub- 
licans should be carved out in the City of New- 
York. The most that he and his Democratic asso- 
ciates were willing to do, however, was to group 
the Eleyénth, Thirteenth, and Twenty-first Assem- 
bly Districts of that Gity into the kieventh Con- 
gressioral District.. The New-York Democrats 
were willing to accede to this, believing that the 
absorption of the entire City by their party would 
have the effect of weakening districts that would 
otherwise be unquestionably Democratic in the 
event of a factional fight among themselves. 

It was not because of their desire to do the 
slightest justice to the Republican voters that they 
consented to yield them a fighting district, but 
rather because they feared future divisions in their 
own ranks which would result in the election of a 
number of Republican Congressmen. Somé of the 
country Republicansjare disposed to criticise the 
De Witt bill because a chanze has been made in 
the Twenty-fifth, Twenty-eighth, and Twenty- 
ninth Districts. The impossibility of gerrymander- 
ing to any extent the country districts has been ap- 
parent from the very sturt, The De Witt bill as it 
now stands is as follows: 

AN act dividing the State into Congressional Districts. 

Section 1. For the election of Representatives in 
Gonarers of the United States. this State is hereby 
divided into 34 districts, namely:

DRIFT OF WORK IN THE SENATE. 
MORE MONEY FOR THE EMIGRATION COM- 
MISSION—SENATOR BOYD’S MANY SCHEMES. 

ALBANY, March 9.—The Emigrant Com- 
mission having persuaded the Governor that the 
Senate was wrong in limiting the amount that 
they may draw of last year’s appropriation to 
$90,000, he requested that the bill might be recallea 
from the Executive Chamber for amexdment. Mr. 
Jacobs, who originated the bill, proposed this 
morning te amend it by increasiug the sum sub- 
ject to the draft of the commission from $90,000 to 
120,000. It was adopted without opposition. 
Mr. Jacebs then moved to make another amend- 
ment not down onthe programme. and probably 


not contemplated either by the Emigrant Commis- 
sion or py the Governor. He moved to adda sec- 
tion tothe bill prohibiting the present Board of 
Emigration from making any contraetse until 30 
days after the adjournment of the Legislature. 
This was designed to head off the reported inten- 
tion of the commission to put upat publie auction 
the restaurant and other privileges of Castle Gar- 
den. Mr. Pitts opposed the amendment, which he 
said was a part of the general policy of this Legis- 
| lature to gobble up all the patronage of the State 
for the Democratic Party. The Commissioners of 
Emigration only proposed to do what the Demo- 
cratic investigating committee insisted they ought 
to do—seii these privileges to the highest bidder, 
for the benefit of the emigration fand.

INCREASING THE WATER SUPPLY. 
THE MAYOR’S COMMITTEE DIFSERS ONLY ON 
THE METHODS TO BE FOLLOWED, 

The Water Supply Committee appointed by 
the Mayor, in accordance with a resolution of the 
Senate, to examine into the matter of an increased 
supply of water for this City, has made its report. 
With regard to the proposed introduction of salt 
water for cleaning the streets, gutters, and sew- 


ers, and for extinguishing fires, the committee eays 
this plan would require a double ‘system of pipes, 
both in streets and buildings, and as the amount of 
water used in extinguishing fires in an entire 
vear is less than one-half of one day’s eonsump- 
tion for other purposes, the introduction of salt 
water so long as an adequate supply of fresh water 
ean be obtained at reasonable eost is condemned. 
The Croton water shed, it is decided, is the best 
source from which to obtain an increased supply, 
and the committee believes that the yield of water 
from this souree will be adequate to supply the 
City for at least 25 years, or until the consumption 
of water should exceed 250,000,000 gallons per day. 
Such aeupply can be obtained from the Croton 
shed at less expense than from any other source. 
The present aqueduct can now deliver from 
95,000,000 to 98,000,000 gallons per day. But since it 
was built the population of the City has nearly 
quadrupled. A new aqueduct should therefore be 
built immediately. It should not be less than 
15 feet in clear inside diameter. A con- 
duit of this size would not cost more than 
15 per cent. more than one of 12 feet in diameter, 
and would have a capacity greater by two-thirds. 
This conduit should, when practicable, be built in 
rock tunnel. Its length, if built from the proposed 
dam at Quaker Bridge to Sedgwick-avenue would 
be 26% miles, or if built from the Croton Lake to 
the same point 2734 miles. The cost would not be 
more than $500,000 per mile, and could be com- 
pleted within two anda half years if the work is 
done with the energy and economy practiced in 
work done by private enterprise. 

The Creton water shed, the report continues, is 
capable of furnishing at least 250,000,000 galions 
perday. From the nature of this water shed the 
flow of the Croton River is very variable—from 
about 10,000,000 to 2,000,000,000 gallons per day— 
andinorder to secure a constant supply at all 
times !t will be necessary to impound this water in 
reservoirs located in the Croton watershed or 
elsewhere on the line of the aqueduct. At present 
the storage reservoirs are at Boyd’s Corners, Mia- 
die Branch, Lake Mahopac, and other small lakes, 
representing a tetal capacity of 8,568,000,000 gal- 
lens. In years of drought,as in 1880 and 1881, in order 
to be certain of a supply of 100,000,000 gallons per 
day, additional storage reservoirs of ‘a capacity of 
at least 4,000,000,000 gallons should be nuilt at once. 
As the City increases in population and manufao- 
tures 100,000,000; gallons a day will not be suffi- 
cient. The committee considered ‘two plans ,for 
storage of water. By one plan, a very large reser- 
voir, (3,635 acres, including the present Croton 
Lake,) known asthe Quaker Bridge Reservoir, and 
of capacity to contain 82,000,000,000 gallons, is pro- 
posed very iow down in the Croton Valley. By the 
other plan, smaller reservoirs are proposed on 
the Croton River and its main branches, 
at and ubeve the present Crotondam. If the first 
plan be adopted the committee thinks it will be 
advisable to build a emaller reservoir near Brew- 
ster’s Station to be used as an auxiliary. The 
plan referred to in the Senate’s resolution contem- 
— the constrtction of this dam at Quaker 

ridge. This structure, the committee says, 
should be built on solid rock, witha width at the 
bottom equa! to its height, and will cest $5,000,000, 
and could be completed within five anda a half 
years after conimencement. The committee is 
divided in opinion as to whether this Quaker 
Bridge dam should be built or separate 
dams for storing water at and above Cro- 
ton dam or elsewhere on theline of the aqueduct, 
and alse, in case the Quaker Bridge dam 
be built, whether additional reservoirs shouli be 
built besides the one indicated near Brewster's Sta- 
tion. For the settlement of this question the com- 
mittee saneeets the appointment of a commission 
that should have charge of the construction of the 
work. Neitheristhe committee able to recom- 
mend whether the water from Sedgwick-avenue 
across Harlem River should be carried over High 
Bridge or other bridges, or underthe river. A 
tunnel under the river would, however, delay an 
increased supply of waterto the City. The werk 
should ke done by trustworthy contractors. The 
committee bases all its calculations upon the work 
being removed entirely from partisan influences. 
The committee recommends that all necessary 
powers be given to the Department ef Public 
Works to prevert unnecessary waste of water un- 
til an increased supply be secured. It also calls at- 
tention to the importance of restoring the Forty- 
second-Street Reservoir toa condition of usefulness 
and efficiency. The committee urges the repeal of 
the law that provided for its removal, and states 
thatithas prepared a bill whichit believes will 
accomplish the desired objeet. 


HERR MOST’S PARADISE. 


HAPPINESS TO COME AFTER A BRIEF TRAN- 
SITION PERIOD OF REVOLUTION. 

Herr Most, one of the leading King-killers 
at present inthe City, delivered himself of a vast 
and nauseous amount of vituperation, Communism, 
bravado, Nibilism, nonsense, and Socialism,couehed 
in the German janguage, before a multitude of the 
unwashed, in the Concerdia Assembly Rooms, in 


Avenue A, laett evening. Herr Most’s audience 
got to the hall half an hour before he arrived, 
and passed the time smoking tenement-house 
cigars, which were strong enough todo manual 
labor, and brawling among themselves, being oc- 
easionally called facetiously to order by a jocose 
and scorbutic youth in the front row, who had evi- 
dently spent the last few years of his existence 
acquiring ignorance on the subject of bath-tubs. 
Herr Most was late, and opinion was divided as to 
whether he bad gone up town to put a banana peel 
on the Mayor’s doorstep or stopped to rob the 
blind beggar on the Bowery. However, he finally 
loomed up, and was presented to the audienee by 
his equally desperate and harmless fellow-blood- 
drinker, Justus Schwab. who has sworn to stab 
with a pretzel the first relzgning morarch who dares 
come into his beer saloon and kick his dog. 

Reing introduced, Herr Most rushed to the 
front of the platform, waving aloft bis 
notes. He was attired in a frock coat, and wore 
his hair on end like the quills upon the fretful por- 
cupine. His subject was * Anarchism,” and he 
raved, ranted, frothed at the mouth, and perspired, 
as he burled his ideas upun his enthusiastic audi- 
tors. He alleged that there were about 25 kinds of 


Communists, that Bismarck had acknowledged | 


that he was one kind of the species, and von 
Moltke was another. Amarchism was a sort of 
ultra and superior sort of Communism. Herr 
Most’s pleasant little scheme at present was, he 
said, to form in these United States, which were 
ripe forthe project,a seciety of anarchists who 
should anticipate the millennium. They would live 
happily together and each man have a law 
for himself. In publiccases a majority shouldrule 
and the minority emigrate somewhere else. If 
they needed policemen they would elect them. 
The inbabitanis of this colony would devote them- 
selves to the study of science and religion. But 
betore this bapby state of affairs, said Herr Most, 
there must be a brief transition period of revolu- 
tion, and a bloody blow must be struck. Capital- 
ists and rulers must be slaughtered {and property 
equally divided. It is obvious that for the safety 
of the country Herr Most should be shot in the 
back—with a baked apple.
